For better procecding hcrein, to ſhew the error, and to 

cleare thetruth : let us ſee, firlt what they meane by Defti- 
nation, to wit, Gods purpoſe and intentios to have the ſc 
venth day mentioned in Ge. 2..3..to be the Sabbath day | 
in actuall uſe, after the giving of the Law upon Mount Si- 
nai, 2450 yeares after Gods creation ofthe world, and his 
teſtiogon thefirft ſeventh day : this is their conceited Deſti- 
nation of the day, | h 

Next, before 1 come totheir Reaſons, let us fee what they 
yeeld us. 


Firſt, that God beſtowed a ſpecial! prerogative, and pre-

From all this note : Firſt,that the ſeventh day was the day 
of Goas own reſt ; S:condly, that this his reſt was the cauſe 
or reaſon of the Sabbaths ſanQification ; Thirdly, that as 
God actually reſted, 1o he then actually ſanRiked the day, 
deputed and conſecrated it unto relt ; Fourthly, that this his 
relt was exemplatie, he ordayning and appointing that the 
Church ſhould follow his example; Fiftly, that he fer it 
apart from the reſt of the weeke ; Sixthly, and fo beſtowed 
_ it a ſpeciall prerogative and perferment, and a great 

effing, which was his appointing it the day of the 


'| Churches reſting and following his example; Seventhly, 


that that day might have beene imployed as the Lords 
Sabbath, that ſome dayes doubtleſſe were thus imployed, 
and perhaps, the ſeventh day it ſelfe. ; 

Thus farre wee accord, and if well weighed, it 
might eaſily oyerthrow their diſcord from us, and 
bring them home to us : for our diſagreement is only in 
this:

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red, Jeremic to bee a Prophet before he was borne : So John 
Baptiſ® Chriſts fore-runner, and Saint Paw! a choſen veſlell 
to beare Chriſts name before the Gentiles and Kings,and 
the Children of Iſrael, And this Deſtination may be ſpo- 
ken of Chriſt ordained to be the Mcflias, and to ſhew 
himſelfe to bee fo in his appointed and deſtinated time. 
Now this Deſtination is indeed nothing elſe, but Gods pre- 
ordination of a thing ts bee which hath not cither preſent 
being, or not fitly the timie come for the uſe and imploy- 
ment thereof ; but neither of theſe can be ſaid of the day 
on which God reſted, as is cleare by what is_beforc gan- 
ted by our Adverſaries. 

2 Preſent Deſtination for time and imployment, fo alio. 
as thething Deftinated,be for continuance, and may come to. 
a greater ſolemnity, moreat onetime than at another : as for 
example to evidence it in perſons, places, and times. 

1 For perſons, the Levites were deſtinatcd co the ſervice 
of the Tabernacle, and were attually admitted to the 
ſervice thereof, preſently upon their choyce; for they were 
fic, andchetime ſcaſonable for the uſe the Tabernacle. 

2 For places, when the Tabernacle was made, it was. 
deſtinated to the folemne worſhip and ſervice of God, 
and was preſently employed ; fo was the Temple after 
Solomon had built it. 

3 For times, cAbib, Exod, 12.2. was appointed the 
beginning of Monthes, and the fourteenth day of the 
Month deſtinated to the eating of the Paſſeover ; and 
though it was to be continued for the times to come, and 
to bee obſerved with greater ſolemnity, yet then was it 
actually 1n' uſe. So that with the inſtiturion, there was 
the preſent obſervation 3 though with -greater ſolemnity 
afterwards performed. Thus may we think of the firſt ſe- 
venth day Sabbath, fo deſtinated for a Sabbath to be kept 
with greater folemnitie, after Iſraels deliverance out of 
Egypt ; yet nothing hindereth to belceve, if wetake what: 

ore is granted, thar there was a preſent obſervation; 
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is anſwered in this Setion afterwards. 

3» Argument, Solemn Feaſts , memorialls of Gods great 
mercies, were ordained in Sjna;,but deſtinared to be kept ho- 
ly in (anear. So that berween the inſtitvtion, and oblerya-

Thirdly, There was 
no reaſon. for the keeping of ſome of thoſe ſolemn Feaſts, as 
the fealt of weeks,or of harveſt : Exe, 34.22. becauſein the 
wilderneflethey did neither ſow nor reap :So the Feaſt of 
Tabernacles after che gathering in of corn and wine, Det. 
16. 1.3« becauſe then To dwelt not in houſes, to make them 
boothes;to remember that in the Wilderneſle they fo dwelt, 
for as yet they were in Tents in the Wilderneſic ; nor bad 
they fields of corne nor vineyards to gather in corne and 
wine. Therefore there was reaſon for deftinating the obſer= 
vation of thoſe Feaſts till afterwards: But ſuch ſound reaſons 
of deftinating the obſervation of the ſeventh day Sabbath for 
ſo many hundred ycers are yet to ſeek : The Paſſeover they 
kept whenit was inſticured , and after, in the wildernefle :

Now if Adam did neglet 
it; irmuft needs be : Firſt, either of ignorance, which cold 
not be, for as he knew the Lords work of fix dxyes, fo could 
he not be ignorant of Gods reſt the ſeventh day, this he faw, 
being cteated before, though he muſt be taught rhe fix'dayes 
work, either by Gods ſecret inſpiration, of by inftruQtion of 
his voyce: Thetefore eAdaw was not 1gnorant of this fivft 
mſtiution of the'Sabbath.':Secondly, it he negleSted it wit- 
tingly, it was no feſſe than contempt, which ts conceit of 
Adm could neither ſtand wich his ſtate of 4nnoceney be- 
fore hisfall, nor with his Rate of grace ofrer his fall. 
' Therefore ſering' Adam did 'nether of ignorance nor 
ktiowledge negleStit, hethen obſerved it 22nd if be Knew it, 
znd obferved it, without a?! queſtion he wonkd teach orhers 
to obſerve it, he being after che fall one of the holy men 
of God, a teacher and inſtructer of Gods pcople, as.

The works of God are wrcught for man to know, and 
in knowing them, to acknowledge Ged in them, and to

.dayes reſting, made himſe'fe a patterne for his imitation: for 
ell what needed God to take ſo many dayes for working, 
orthe ſeventh day for refting. 

But concerning the ſeventh day, Gods exemplary reſt. is 
not.only mentioned by CAdeſes, but Gods bleſſing and fan- 
Rifying of the day,not for himſelfe, for ſorothink were ab+ 
ſurd, faith learned B, Zakes, but for man, Mark. 2. 27. 

If fo, then Adam muſt needs know thus much, elſe Gogs 
bleſſing and ſanQifying of the day for eAdem and his polte- 
rity had beene of none effect, 

Although there bee a diſpute about the time, yet on all 
hands the words are acknowledged to be words of an inſti- 
tution. Now every inſtitution of God is made manifeſt 
without delay co them whom it concerneth, no in{tance can 
be given to the contrary ; but I have proved the inſtitution 
to have beene upon Gods reſt, after the fix dayes work, and 
therefore was it forthwith knowne unto Adam to bee an 
inflicution of the Sabbath ; for which cauſe he knew him-

This 
was evident of old time unto the Fathers, Gen. 24. 2. 7. 
And laſtly, that hee reſted the ſeventh day , blefied and 
hallowed the Sabbath ; Gods owne words of the inſti- 
tution, Ger, 2. 2. 3. So that we ſee ir clear from the fourth 
Commandement, and the words thereto annexed, that this 
Law was known & praGtiſed before it was given in Horeb. 

9 Andlaſtly, to makeupall ſure; Adoſes telleth us in 
plain words, that the ſeventh day Sabbath was kept, Exod. 
16. 30. and that thepeople reſted on the ſeventh day, which 
he faith was a Sabbath to the Lord, verſe 25. the reſt of 
the holy Sabbath unto the Lord, verſe.23. 

Now this Text being fo cleare, that it cannot be de- 
njed, except one dare fay Hofes lyed. Some have endea. 
youred to darkenthe truth, and to becloud the antiqui- 
tie of the Sabbath, in the former inſtitution, and uſe there- 
of, by being pleaſed to vent theirerroneous conception , 
and to fa (bur without any ground of reaſon) that this 
Chapter Exod, 16. ſpeaketh of the firſt inſtitution of the 
Sabbath. 

But for anſwer hereto, I doe deny that any ſuch in- 
ſitution can here be proved; and to make this cleare, 
looke into the Text, and obſcrve rwo things ; firſt, what 
God ſpake; ſecondly, what God did to finde an jnftitu- 
tion: firſt God himſelfe ſpake of giving of Manna, alfo 
of gathering a certaine rate every day, and on the fixth 
day twice as much, verſe 4. 5+ 23+ butin all thischapter, 
| God ſpeaks not ſo much as one word of the ſeventh day 
Sabbath, nor doth he fay , that hee bleſſed or ſanRified 
It, nor doth Moſes write any ſuch thing of God in this 
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Chapter as he ſpeaketh of Gods reſting, bleſſing, and ſan- 
F Rifying 
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ifying it in Gov, 2. 3. as hee ſhould have done, if an 
vw 7d were there, with relation to this place : Pd 
condly, what God fpake in verſe 28. is implicitly of the 
05 


ments and Lawes given before this time , to them and 
their Fathers; fo farre is he from infticuting a Sabbath 
in this place. 

Secondly, he reproveth them for the breach of it, as al. 
ready - commanded before with other his Commande- 
ments and precepts there mentioned, Now if God ſpake 
no words of the Sabbath, bur what the people were to 
doe in fix dayes, and efpecially on the fixth , God paſ- 
ſing by the very naming of the ſeventh day , and where 
he! ſpeaketh of it implicitly, it is only by way of reproofe, 
to the people forerandhretfing and breaking of it : How can 
here be the inftitution of the Sabbath ? ſeeing God doth nor 
ſo much as name it, but reproves the breach of it, which 
implyeth it co have beene before this time,elſe ſhould he 
have reproved them for a tranſgreffion and a fin, whete- 
of there was no Law. 

Next ler us fee what Gods acts were, whether they will 


jafford an inſtiturion. Firſt, hee gave them the Manna 


ver. 1 5. bur this blefling was only on the fix workihg 
dayes ; what is this to rhe inſtirmion of the Sabbath? tru« 
ly no more than his fix dayes workin the Creation for the 
inſtitution of the feventh day for a Sabbath. Secondly, he 
preſerved the Manna, gathered on the ſixth day in the 
morning, from breeding of wormes , and from ſinking , 
being kept over night ro bee eaten on the feventh day : 
whar is this to the infticution of the day ? The bleffing, 
was not the blefling of the day, but of the eating of the 
Manna on the Sabbath day , for which cauſe did 
ve it , that they might keep the Sabbath before this 
time bleſſed and ſanRified, Ger. 2. 3. 
' Thus we fee, that neither by any words of God, nor 
by his deeds, can here bee proved the ſeventh dayes in- 
ſitution for the Sabbath. 


| Secondly , let us fee what may bce gathered from 
= Moſes, 
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; firſt wrapping it up among his Commande- 
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Atſer, for inftitution of the Sabbath here in this time, 

True it is, that hee nameth the ſeventh day, three or 
or foure times in this Chapter ; which he ſaith was the 
Sabbath, but not as an inftirution ; neither could CAfo- 
fer inftitute the Sabbath : for what God heredid not, be 
could not doe : but he mentioneth here the Sabbath ; 

1 As a reaſon why hee approved the peoples act , in 
gathering on the ſixth day rwo Omers ; Decauſe the next 
day the morrow after, was the reſt of the holy Sabbath 
unto the Lord, Exod. 16. 23. Here is no inflitution, nor 
reaſon alleadged for ir, as in Ger. 2. 3- but it is brought as 
a reaſon for a thing of another nature, to approve of the 
collection of a double rate of Manna, on the fixth day,

the Manna, which was, that they ſhould cat the reſerved 
Manna, for that none was to bc found that day in the 
fields ; becauſe ir was che Sabbath day, on which they 
were to relt : $0 here is a reaſon, why they ſhould not 
goe and feek Manna, but to cat what was gathered be. 


{ tore, but no inſtitution of the day , bur an appointment

mand about the Sabbathin this chapter, which doe not in- 
Ritute the day, but ſerve only to prevent the peoples finning 
any more in going out to ſeek it, as they had done. Secondly, 
Moſes giveth two reaſons for his ſofirict a charge laid upon 
them, which he would havethem to ſee and conſider of, for 
the better reſtraining of themſelyes from the breach of the 
Sabbath, The firſt is from Gods grace and fayour, that he 
had given themthe Sabbath : And the other is, that he al. 
towed them on the ſixth day the bread of twodayes. Where 
out of theſe words letus obſerye rwo things. Fhe firſt is, 
that the mentioning of the Sabbath commetrh only in ſill 
occafionally concerning the Manna, and not of purpoſe to 
inſtitutea Sabbath ; bur wholly in all the foure places, ir is 
ſpoken of, either of gathering the double rate of Manna, or 
of the eating the Manna reſerved, or of gathering Manna 
on every of the ſix dayes, or of tarrying- within, and not 
ro goc out to ſeek it when it was not to be found ; and all 
thistothis end, that the Sabbath might be kept more care- 
fully of the people, asthe event plainly ſheweth : For upon 
theſe conſiderations about the Manna, the people harkened 
to Hoſes, and did reſt on the ſeventh day, verſe 30. 

The ſecond thing, wherewith I will and may conclude 
my anſwer, is, ( that which may fatisfic any, not wilfully 
averſe from the truth) the change of the tenſe, in the two 
reaſons : Moſes ſpeaking of Gods giving of Manna (becauſe 
ie was at this time given whilſt the people were in the wil- 
derneſle of Zin, Exed. 16.1. ) faich in the preſent tenſe, Dat 
vobts, he giveth you in theſ1xth day the bread of two dayes ; 
but ſpeaking of the Sabbath, he uttereth- the words in the 
preterperfedt tenſe, Jehovah dedit vob ipſum Sabbatum: The 
Lord hath given to you the Sabbath, as that ſame which 
was of old, which evidently declareth the Sabbath to have 
beene before this time, and not now at this preſent in this 
place inſtituted :- For if it had beence now at this time given, 
as the Manna was, feſes would have faid, he giveth you 
the Sabbath, and not, he hath giyen it. 
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Haviog thus anſwered this place of Exod. 16. yet one 
thinggemaineth to be removed as a great block in the way; 
which is the filent paſſing over the obſervation of the 4

For asthe hiftoricall narration of Aſoſes ſpeaketh nothing 
ofthe obſervation of the day, after the in{titution of it ; ſo 
we may finde after it was commanded on Mount Sinai, 
that no mention is made of any obſcryation of the day in 
all the book of Joſhua, nor in the book of the Jagger, nor in 
Rath, nor in the firſt or ſecond of Sameel, nor in the firſt 
book of the Kings : ſhall we therefore conclude, that in all 
this time, valiant Joſhxa, the Princes of the people, the wor- 
thy Judges, holy Sammel, zealous David, and others, did 
not obſerve the Sabbath? In all the Hiftory of Heſter no 
mention is made of God ; will we therefore fay bee was 


God by his ſpirit direed the holy Penmen to write fo, 
in ſuch manner, and of ſuch things, as he in his heavenly 
wiſdome thought fitteſt ro make rehearſall of to pofterities, 
and not to embolden men to deny ſuch and ſuch things not 
to-have beene, becauſe the Lord was not pleaſed tro mention 
them, If we ſhould thus reaſon, what an 111 face of a Church 
would we imagine to haye beene in the world till CAfoſes 
his dayes. 

For the better clearing of this point, and to manifeſt the.

If we be aſhamed 
ſoto conclude from the ſilence of the Scripture herein, why 
dare any deny Adams obſcryation of the Sabbath, upon no 
other ground ? ſeeing he knew it to be inflituted, and had 
Gods example cf reſting before him for his imitation ? 

Bur yee will perhaps fay, that Adam could not keep it, 
becauſe he fell before the Sabbath day. 

Anſw. Learned Zaxchins is confident to affirme, that 
Chriſt took an humane ſhape, and conferred with Adam, 
and taught him how to keep the Sabbath to the Lord. And 
it ſeemes to me ſomewhar unlikely that God would ſuffer 
Adamto fall the yery day of his creation. 

Firſt, Adam was made the fixth day, what time is not 
noted ; letit be in the morning, it cannot be then; firſt be- 
cauſe of the things to be done before he fell : x.

Biſhop White alleadging reaſons why the Lords day was 
preferred before other weekly dayes, faith, chat the Prinsi- 
tive (hurch could havemade choyce of no other day of theweek 
mare and convenient for the ſolemne and religious worſhip 
and ſervice of ( briſt : Greatwas this work, ſaith Athanaſius, 
| for we doe celebrate it, as a memorial of the beginning of 4 
; new Creation : Yea, ob excellentiam tanti miraculi 'e 
| dies Dominica appellatar, ſaith another. And indeed the 
| work of the day is the gromnd, faith Biſhop Lakes, of the hal- 
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lowing of the dey, whether it be weekdy, monthly, or _yeerly ; 
as rs exince in Seriptures and Stories; now when 
God doth any rare, great, res: qontere> + worker, hee will 


the work concerne the whole, by the whole Church, and by a 
part , if it concerne a part : by which prattice or work, Gods 
will is underſtood , which guideth the Church, where the 
precept is wanting. Thu us a ſacred rule obſerveable in the 
inſtitution of all ſacred Feafts, both divine and humane, faith 
that Father, 

Now God raifing Chriſt from the dead, upon the firſt 
day of the week, this remarkable work, was to haye that 
day, a day of Commemoration, aboye and before all 
other.

the reſtauration of the world, ſhould be more feldome re- 
membred. upon a ſer day, then was the work of creation | 
of the world before and under the Law. |

= Here are divers opinions about the beginning 
FI and ending of this our Chriſtian Sabbath. 
| Some hold it from midnight, ro midnighe; 
TRY this is the ppm of very learned Divines : 
ay it beginneth in the Morning , and ſo holdeth on 
till the next Morning ; not many of this opinion, as being 
weakeſt, and fartheſt from the truth. Some hold it to be. 
gin at the Evening, and toend atthe —_ and of this 
judgment are many ancient Fathers, and ſun ry Councels, 
And the ancient obſervation of the Satwrday in the after- 
noone, as a preparative thereto, may ſeeme to confirme as 
much. 
- But I amperſwaded , if we keep the day fromthe Mor- 
ning to the Evening, the conſciences of men neede not | 
trouble them about any other curious ſearch : So that 
there be a rcligious preparation to it, anda religious care 
in ending of it, not ruſhing into it with unſanRified hearts, | 
nor concluding it with profancſſe : For the nights are gi- | 
ven for bodily reſt , and theday for labour (as the Pſalmift 
ſpeaketh) when the Swrne ariſeth,nan goeth forth to his la- 
urs and work, untill the Evening, Plal. 104.22, 23. When 
the night compmeth no man can work, faith our Saviour , 
Joh. g. 4. Now a day for labour amongſt the Jewes was 
twelve houres, Joh. 11. 9. from fix to fix, CAfate. 20. f. 
2.8. but otherwiſe it was from rn of the Mor- 
ning light, Ger. x. 5- to the darke of the Evening, Judy. 
10. ge 14+ I 6+ Joh, s. 2 9+ Prov. 7. 9+ And wee ſee in the 
fourth Commandement.thatalbeit, as it is held, anaturall 
day doth "comprehend the night and day , yer is that time 
only mentioned in which men are to /abowr, andto doe all 
that they have to doe, inthe fix dayes, which is on the day 
time , and notyin the night, And fo, as they do well who 
/ labour

manner do they well, who religioufly ſervethe Lord Chrift

corpora!l reſt, Neither doe we read, that any were complay- 
redf, or puniſhed, as breakers of the Sabbath ; bur for 
their tranſgreſſion and finne committed in the day time. 
Our Saviour Chrift honoured this our Lords day, with his 
viſible preſence among his Diſciples and followers on the 
day time : At the Sun riſing early in the morning, Mark, 
16. 2. 9. then after inthe afternoone , continuing till the 
day was farre ſpent towards the Evening , Lak, 24. 29. 
John 20. 19. upon the ſame day at ſupper time; yea, I con- 
feſle it is probable to bee ſomewhat late within the Eve- 
aiog, and that ſpace properly called the beginning of the 
night, but not farre within. And wee read how the Jewes 
on the day time kept their Sabbath, and God appointed 
his ſervice in the Tabernacle and the Temple from Mor- 
ning to the Evcning factifice, and had no ſacrifices inthe 


' night time. And thus waz the Lords day kept , except up= 
; on ſome cxtrac1dinagie occaſions, as in eAﬀs 20.27. 
'and as afterwards in the time of bloody perſecution , but 


not in ſerled dayes of peace. , 
Queſt, Here ſome may ache, Are w#then to be careleſſe 

and regardleſſe of the night before, and the Evening afier ? 
Anſw. Not ſo: for on other dayes we begin the Mor- 


 ning- with prayer for a bleſſing, unleſſe we lcok for none ; 
;and end it in the Evening with prayſe and thankſgiving,

, Hatfoever in holy writ is aid to be the Lords deno- 
minatively, thatis he the Author and Infticuror of : 
Asforinſtance, the Lords Supper, and the Lords Table, be- 
cauſe he ordeined it, x Cor. 11. 20. & 10.21. The Sabbath 
of the Lord, becauſe he commanded it : che Tem te of the 
Lord, becauſche appoinzed it rhe people of the L ord, becauſe 
he choſe them : the Lords aneſſeugers, becauſe he ſends them : 
eApoitles of Chrift, becauſe he pur them into that office. 
No inſtance can bee given to ſhew the contrary : But this 
day is denominatiyely-called che Lords, Rev. 1. 10. and fo 
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faith, that Chriſt did ſubſtiturethe Lords day in the place of 
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in thefirſt of Cor. 16. 2. as Beza noteth 6n the fame place, 
affirming as I have beforedclivered it, that to explaine the

When the Idolaters in Ifrae}, Exod. 32, did invent a 
worſhip, they that invented it, inſtituted a day for it,

fordans deviſed a worſhip, which when he had done, 
he erdained a day for it, 1 Kmg. 12. 3243 3. So did Ne- 
buchadnez.zar deviſe an Idoll,and a worſhip for it, and ap- 
pointed the dedication , and day of theſolemne worſhip, 
Das. 3.2. | 

The miſcreant Prophet Mahomer, as hee gave a Law, 
and preſcribed a woudhlp, ſo hee bimſelfe in{tituted his day 
for the ſame, and did not leaveit to the arbitrary will and 
pleaſure of his Worſhippers to ordaine and a-point. 

Therefote from all this 1 conclude, uuleflc Chriſt ſhould 
doe as his Father did , and be leffe carefull of a day for the 
ſolemnitie of his ſet worſhip, than the very 1dolaters, hee 
mul! bee the Inftitutor of this day , which we obſerve to 
him : For it cannot be proved that at any timg, in any age 
of the world, that any publick worſhip was ever invented 
to be obſerved, bur the yery Authour and Inventor there. 
of was alſo himſelfe the Infttuzor of rbe day for that 
worſhip, not leaving it to any others will ro appoint the 


ſame for him- 
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2 If Chriſt left it to others, as to his Apoſiles, 
then either before his aſcenſion during his abode with 
them, which is abſurd to conceit, or atter his aſcenſion; 
if any doe think fo, then it will follow, that from his re- 
ſurrection to his aſcenſion, the ſpace of fix weeks,the Church 
had no ſet day under Chriſt publickly todoe him ſolemne 
ſervice. For the other ſeventh day hee took away by his 
lying that whole day in the grave : ſo that, if he appointed 
noother day for it himfelfe , the Church had rags, >= that 
ſpace no ſuch day : But as I have proved, Chriſt bleſſed the 
day of his reſurrection, and in this ſpace from his reſurreRi- 
on to his aſcenſion, the Apoſtles and Church obſerved it. 
And therefore he ordeined it, and left it not to them. 

3 Wee are to underſtand,that there are ſome circum- 
ſtances about Gods worſhip, which he hath ever reſeryed to 
his-awn authoritic, and never left them determinable to; 
atly , but to himſelfe : ſuch bee theſe which doe concurre 
about the obſervation of the Lords day. | 

The firſt circumſtance of this kinde is, that which con- 
cerneth the very ſubſtance, for time of performing of pub- 
lick worſhip, whether one day in a yeere, in a moneth , 
in a week , or whethcr a part, or ſome few houres of the 
day, be tobe ſet aparr for bis ſervice, or the whole day bee 
his. The determinazion of this time, is fubſtantiall,and God 
alwayes appointed the ſame : as the ordaining of the Sab- 
bath day , and other holy dayes ſet apart by God, doc ma- 
nifeſt. 

The ſecond circumftance,is that whereof there is no rea- 
ſon to ſway or guide the judgement this way, or thac way, 

llof God muſt bee needfullco the determining of 


on the Lords day for Gods ſervice : For if reaſon could re- 
gulate it, then ſhould it bee the Law of nature, but by 
his writtcn Law, and reyealed will , hath God or- 
dered ir. 

Thethird circumRtance,is that which is of univerſall ob- 
ſervation by all, which none bu: God can impoſe by his ſu-

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Chrifttan Sabbath. 
ſuch an univerfall circumſtance is this for obſervation ofthis 
day, by-all Chriſtian people', and by the generall conſent 
of the whole Church of Chrid , inall ages. Therefore this 
day was not leftfo _— to be determined, bur ap- 
pointed by Chirſt himſelfe. 

Undoubtedly Chriſt would imitate his Father, and ſet a 
day for his publick worſhip, as he did : And can we ſuppoſe 
our Lord Jcſus Chriſt , to bee lefſe carefull than the Tur- 
kiſh Mahometr, or other Tdoll Worſhippers,in ordaining a 
ſolemn day for his publick ſervice? 

But if this day which we obſerve be not of his appoint- 
ment, then have wee none; for all other dayes are the 
ordinances of the Church, and obſerved only by humane 
authoririe, 

4 That which the Apoſtles did obſerve, not only by in- 
ſpiration, but by way of injun&ion and command from 
Chriſt here on earth , through the Holy Ghoſt, that hee 
ordained , and left it not torhem toordaine : Bur the _ 
ſtles did obſerve the Lords day nor only by inſpiration, but 
by way of injunRion and commandement from Chrift here 
on carth,through the Holy Ghoſt : And therefore he left it 
not to his Apoltles. 

The CAMinor is thus proved from AF. 1. 2. where it is 
ſaid, that Chriſt Jeſus, ihe" the Holy Ghoſt, gave Com- 
mandements to his Apoſtles, in which Commandements 
is included the Lords day,as before is proved : which Com- 
mandement with the reſt , he gave them through the Holy 
Ghoſt (that is) he in giving them, did convey his holy Spirit 
into them, to make them to underftand them ,jro retaine 
them in memory, to make conſcience to obſerve them, and 
to teach others t6 obſerve them as commanded from him : 
for ſo much theſe words, through the Holy Ghoſt, iraport, 
when hee gave them Commandements, and ſpake of the 
things pertainingto the Kingdome of God : So that through 
the Holy Ghoſt here is not meant , as afterwards the divine 
inſpiration of the Spiritdireing them, as occaſion ſerved, 
to ordaine things expedient and profitable for the Churches 
of Chriſt, which he himſclfe{ immediately commanded not;

But hereis to be underſtood,the then operation of his Spi=

Thirdly, by memorable things done on the firſt day of 
the week, as Wolphins noteth our of an Hebrew Writer of 
a' book called Sedar olans Rabba, chap. 7. as that the cloud 
of Gods Majeſty on this day firft fate on Gods people: 
eAaron and his children firſt executed their Prieſthood ; 
Godfirft folemnly bleſſed his people : The Princes of his 
uy hn offered publickly ro God. The firſt day where- 
in fire deſcended from heayen : The fir + day of the world, 
of the yecre, of the week, &c. All ſhaddowing that it 
ſhoyld bee the firſt and chiefe day of the New Teſta- 
ment. 

Therefore this day , thus prefigured, to bee of uſe in 
the New Teſtament, was inftitured by Chrift, when hee 
came in the fleſh : which firſt day of the week, as it was 
the firſt day of time, mentioned in the beginning of the 
Hiſt book of che Bible, ſois it mentioned with a glorious

5, Neither left he it to the 
wiſdome of Salomon, but the Lord gayethe patterne, x Chre. 
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The firſt bornethe Lord did chuſe for himſelfe ; when the 
Levites were taken for them, it was of God himſelfe, 
Namb. ;. 12. 

Thetime of celebrating the Pafſeover, was the fourteenth 
day of thefirt month by God himſelfe, Exod. 12.6. which 
time durft not © AMoſes diſpenſe with, nor allow any other 
day for ſome to keep it, without Gods immediate warrant, 
Numb. 9g. $. 11. Times and ſeaſons are in Gods hand, 4, 
1.10. Daz. 2. 21.therefore for the month Tiſhrihe appoin- 
ted N:ſax for the firſt month of the yeare, Exod. r2. 2. And 
Antiochus Epiphanes ( a type of Antichriſt) is condemned 
for changing times, Dar. 7. 25. Thus wee ſee Godsordi- 
nances, for places, for perſons, and for time, being immedi- 
ately ” nary by God, cannot bee changed bur by God. 
Therefore the ſeventh day, being the immediate inſtitution 
of God, couldmot be changed intoanother day, as now it is, 
but immediately by God himlelfe. even by Jeſus Chriſt, 
who is God bleſſcd forever, Roms. g. 5. who when he was 
come in the fleſh, changed the place, Joh. 4-20, 21. the 
Law, and Prieftbood, Heb. 7. into the miniftery of the 
Goſpel : Priefts and Levirtes, Eſa: 66. 21: inco Apoliles, 
| Prophers, Evyangelifts, and others, Eph. 4. The carnall 
worſhip into fpiricuall, Joh. 4. 2 3. Circumciſion and the 
Paſleover, into Baptiſme and the Lords Supper ; and that

for that may be mans will-worſhip, but cannot be ſervice 
unto God, unlefſc hee himſclfe bee the Inftnutor and Au- 
thour of ir.

1f it were not, yet might hee bee the 
K Infticucorof it , by hisrefting, bleſſing,and ob- 
ſerving the day, as his Fathers reſting , and bleſſing the ſe- 
venth day , was his inſticution of it, as is proved in the 
firſt Treatiſe, 
> I bave ſhewed, that Chriſt gave Cs 

the things pertayning to the kingdome of God, whereo 
the es. Lage Lhis day is ONE. Sand therefore hee gave 
Conumandement goncerning this day. 

Objelt.2. It is hot expreſly commanded. 

Anſw. x. 1hig6bjxxRtion is made before, to which I have 
in part anlwered. 
| 2. 1 anſwer further, that our book of Homilies telleth 
| us againe and againg, that there is expreſſe Commandement 
| fort: The Authors of this book fay there is ; The Obje- 
Qors ſay there is not : ſet one againſt the other. To the 
book all the Miniſters in the Church of Engiand have fub- 
{ribed, but not to this QbjeRion againſt ir. 

3» I anſwer, there is in the New Teſtament no formall 
expreſſion of any of the other Commandements of the firſt 
Table, ncither of the firſt, nor ſecond, nor third , becauſe 
they Rood in force, and therefore no need formally to 
expreſſe them : no more peed was there for any ſuch 
expicthon of this. 
Firſt}, becauſe the fourth Commandement Rood Gill in 
force , as well as the reſt : for firſt, Chriſt did challenge 

ip over this fourth Commandement, in his afſumed 
humane nature, Ifarth. 1 2.8. roſhew that ia his ſtate of 
humiliation, hee loſt not, his authoritie over it : Secondly , 
becauſe the changing of the ſeventh day into another day , 
| was 
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wasnot the taking away of the fourth Commandement, but 
only the accommodation of theſame Commandment to our 
Lords day; for the continuation of it ill. For if the fourth 
Commmandement bee not obſerved in keeping of chis our 
Lords day, then will it follow, : 

. 2 Thatcitherthere is no fourth Commandement,and fo 
not ten Commandements,' which number hath bin obſerved 
without addition, or diminution, to this day , the ſpace of 
2221 yeeres in Gods Church, both of the Jewes, and of the 
Gentiles : or elſe if it be one of the Tenne, as God gave it , 
Ex0.20. for one of them, then have we lived in finfull negleR 
of this Commandement now this x 600 yeeres. 

2 Ic will follow that Chriſt hath loſt his Lordſhip of ir, 
or ſuffered one of his Fathers Commandements to be care- 
leſly neglected ; neither of which may bee granted without 
indignitic offered to Chriſt, and his truth; 

3 That Chriſt had not cometo fulfill, but to deftroy the 
Law, contrary to Matth. 5.19. for if he neither kept thefor. 
mer day, but took it away, nor ordeined certainely in the 
roome of it another day,he had deftroyed this Law. 

4 Ttalfo willfollow , that the Sonne ſhould not be ho- 
noured of all men as they have honoured the Father with the 
fourth Commandement , and with a ſer day by his appoint- 
mentfor his publick _ and ſolemn ſervice: But all men 
ſhould honour the Son, as they honour the Pather, /oh,q.,23. 
And therefore with this fourth Commandement , and with 
a ſet day by his appointment for his publick- and ſelemne 
worſhip and ſervice ſhould he be honoured. 

Objett. 3. The taking away of the ſeventh day ap- 
poirlfed by God,diſanulleth che C ommandement it felfe. 

eAnſw. Not io, for we mult wiſely undertiand and dif- 
cerne betweene the ſubſtance of the Commandement, and. 
circumſtance ; between the ſubſtance of the Commande- 
ment it ſelfe, and the accommodation thereof unto-« day: 
The Commandement is, Remember the Sabbath day to keep 
it holy : This only is the Commandement , ſo by Moſer it is 

cleare (nore it well) in Dear. 5.12. + 
The application and accommedation ofthe Commande- 
a ' menr 
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ment was untothe ſeventh day , which day may betaken a- 
way as not ofthe ſubRance, but a circumſtance of the Com- 
mandement of the Sabbath & reſt day, applyecd unto that ſe- 
venth day,and yetthe Commandement be (til}of force: As 
for exawple inthe accommodation of another precepe thus; 

Honour the Kizg, 1 Pet. 2.17, This is a Commande- 
ment, whoſoeveris King : The accommadation of that may 
be thus : Saw is King, this is not of the ſubRance of the 
Commandement, yet while Sex/is King, we are eomman- 
ded to honour King Sawl, but in cime Sex/is taken away, 
neyerthelefle the Commandement, Hanewr the King,is of 
farce to another perſon in his Head, as David (ucceedingghe 
Commandement is, honour King David. The ſame Com- 
mandement which bindeth me to honour the King, bindeth 
me to honour Sant while he is King : And when Saxl is 
taken away, and David appointed in his ſtead, I am bouhd 
by the ſelfe fame Law to, honour David. 

Even fo is theaccommodarion of this fourth Comman« 
dement, Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy :thisis the 
Commandement what day ſoever it be applyed unto. The ac» 
commodation is, the ſeventh day is the Sabbath day to keep 
| it holy : this the Commandement doth binde us unto, as long 
as the day is unchanged and not taken away : Bur the 
day being altered, yet the Commandement abidah , and is 
of force, when another day is appointed in its roome, as is 
now our Lords day. And therefore the Commandement 
is, Rememeber the Lards day to keep it holy. 

From whence here note, that as the taking away of Saw! 
youry not away the Commandementof honoyring the King, 
and Davids comming in Sexls feadbeld up the practice of 
the ameCommandement:Even ſothe taking away ofthe ſe- 
venth day took not away the,authoritic of the fourth Com- 
' mandement , and the bricgingin ofthe Lords day in lead 
thereof, holdeth up the pratice of it, and by ir weare bound 
| toobferve this day, as the Jewes their day : Andtherefore 
may we pray as our Church teacheth us: 

l Lordhave mercy upon as, and inclize owrihearrs to keep 

this Law : «Aud that without any Judaizing Tx

Ee have heard how that the day is of a divine in- 
ſtitution, and therefore is not ſubjeR to alteration 
by man : The Church, faith our learned Door 
Fulk,, tiath no authority ro change it ; ſo holds

This is an undonbted rule in Theology , faith that learned

2+ What honour and dignity the Holy Ghoft giveth 
unto a day, cannot by th@ authority of man bt taken from 
it, to put it upon any other day : but the firſt day of the 
week hath by theholy ſpitir this ———— ſer upon it, 

The Lords day ; therefore it is not a rerable by any, to any 

other day,to call that the Lords day. | 

3. If the Church can change it, then hath the Church 
authority to weaken the grounds on which the obſervation 
of the day was firſt fetled, bur thar ſhe hath not; or elſe 
can bring better reaſon#for the alteration, elfe ir were folly 
toalter it : but there never was hitherto, nor now is, nor 
ever ſhall be, any ſuch reaſon to alter the day, as there was 
for ſetling of the day ( ro wit ) the bleſſed reſurretion of 
the Lord Jeſus; of the excellent glory of which work yee 
have heard before: Therefore the Church cannot change 
it into another day. | 

4: Whoſoever changeth one thing for another, in matters 
of an high nature, muſt have equall power with the firft 

Inſtitutors, or receive authority ſo to do from them : But 


{ the Church hath not fuch authority in her ſelfe, or-by de- 
| tegation fromeither Chriſt,or from his Apoſtles: And there- 
fore cannot change the da 


5- It hath becne ratified by many Synods, by ancient 


| Councells, by Imperiall Conſtitutions, and Edidts of Kings, 


eſtabliſhed 
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eſtabliſhed by the Lawes of Kingdomes and Countreys, 
as it cannot be altered. 

6. The long continued cuſtom of obſerving it, from the 
firft day in the Apoſtles time by' the whole Primitive 
Church, and by all Chriſtian Churches fiance in all ages, 
for theſe 1600 yeares without any gain-ſaying, maketh 
it unalterable, it beiog obſerved upon ſuch grounds, as is 
before mentioned. 

To conclude, to what purpoſe is it for any now to hold 
the change thereof, when never from the beginning, chere 
was ever any one particular Church, any Synod, or Coun- 
cell, or any Orthodox writer in ancient times, attempred it ; 
Nor ever durſt any power on carth goe about it. Bur all 
the holy Fathers, and piouſly learned have with free conſent 
endeayoured the ſetling and honouring of this day, as may 
appearein their writings and praiſes ofche ſame, as ſhall be 
manifeſt inthe next chapter. 

Ir is not therefore changeable, either abſolutely or praQti- 
cally ; nor have Chriſtians at any time, faith Biſhop White, 
judged it reaſonable or comvenient to alter ſuch an ancient and 
well grounded cuſtome, which is commonly reputed to bee an 
eApoſtolicall tradition. To this let me adde in the laſt place, 
the judgement of that reverend Authour of the Antidote ; 
T hat ſeting the obſervation of the Laras day hath beene con- 
firmed by ſo many Conſtitutions Eccleſiaiticall and Imperiall, 
and hath withall continued with ſuch uniforme conſent through 
the whole Chriſtian world for ſo many ages , ever ſince the 
eApoſiles times, the ('hurch ( not to difpmre what ſhe may or 
may not doe ex plenitudine poteſtatis ) owght net ts attempt 
the altering of i to any other day of the week, 
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CHAP. XIII, 
Of the honourable eſteeme of this owr Lords day, and 


that it is to be ed before all other 
feftrvall dayes, 


AQ Here be many reaſons to manifeſt the honourable- 
| fa nefſe of this day, andto preferre it before all other 
= Feſtivalls. 

1- The blefled Apoſtle hath exalted it with 

the glorious title of the Lords day, Rev. x. 10. The Lord 
Chrilt his day, as Biſhop Whe ſpeaks, « title proper and pe- 

caliar to it ; Now things and perſons named the Lords ave ſa- 

cred and venerable, faith he, in the higheſt degree : which 

day was generally and religiouſly obſerved of all Chrifti- 

ans. And albeit the Apoſtles took advantage to goe and 

teach in the Jewiſh Synagogues upon their Sabbath, yet 
( faith NoQtor Pock/ingron ) for which he citeth Euſebins and 

Ignatins ; the bleſſed Martyrs in the Primitive Church, by 
the doftrine and example of S. Pan! and the eApoſtles, ſo 
wnfeignedly abhorred the obſervation of the Jewiſh Sabbath, 
that they eftermed the obſervers thereof, and the comtemmners 
of the Lords day, the wery ſonxes of perdition, and enemies of 
nr Savioxr, and ſellers of Chrift : So diſ-regarded they 

the one, and honoured the other. 

2. The ancient Fathers and ethers have given it tearmes 
of honour. Jaitine Martyr called it Twnday, as many others 
| after him, no doubt, as the chiefe of dayes, as the Sunne is 
the moſt glorious to our eyes above all other planets. In (od. 
Tat. lib. 2. tis. 12. it is called venerabilis dies Solir, the ve- 
nerable and much honoured Sunday, as Biſhop White ex- 
prefſeth it. /gnatins the Martyr, who lived at leaſt thirty 
yeares in the dayes of S. John, and was his hearer, calleth 
| the day, the Queene and Paramount ofadayes : Euſebius 
| calleth it, the principall andthe firft :S$.Chryſoltome, « rojal 
day: Greg, Nazian. faith it is higher than the higheſt, and 
with admiration wonderfull above all other dayes : S. Baſil, 
| the firſt fruits ofwayes:Chryſologus, the primate of dayes : eA 
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Stella. The Councell at Aatiſcon held it the day of our 
new Birth : Durand faith, Dominica dies pri obrinet, 


'| & major eft inter alios dies, Rational. lib. 7. de feftevit. Thus 


we ſce it honourably graced with very hightitles, which no 
other Feſtivall reached unto. 

3- The obſervation of this day is not only of Proteſtants, 
but alfo of Papiſts, held tobe de jare divine, and give reaſon 
for it, as is before manifeſted : But no other holy day 
ſo held, by any learned Proteftant, in any med 
Church, 

4- Eaſter day, that fo eſteemed high day, about the 
obſervation whereof in former times there was ſuch con- 
tention ( when the conſent for the Lords day was univer- 
fally agreed upon unanimouſly ever) yet for the more 
honour to it, it was ordeined to be celebrated on the Lords 
day only, as wefinde it to be obferved tothis day, 

5- Thoughtheoften returne of this our Lords day weekly, 
maketh vaine people lefſetoefteem it than other dayes which 
fall more ſeldome; yet the truth is, inthe judgement of the 
wiſe, this day receiveththe moreglory and honour : For by 
being our weekly holy day,it commeth in ſtead of the Jewiſh 
Sabbath, by the equity of the fourth Commandement, and 
it is for the great honour of our Lord Jeſus , by the up- 
holding of his Lordſhip ill over che Sabbath ; berweene 
which and our weekly Sunday, there is an _— and | 
proportion, as Dotor Heylin acknowledgeth at large : 
which is not ſo in any other Feſtivall among Chriftians. 

6 It hath had the ſtart before all other holy dayes , to be 
firſt honoured with Chriſtian publick —y R holy Con- 
vocations and Aſſemblies, «AZ. 20.7. 1.Cor. 16.3. and 
11. 20» 

7 It was the firſt, for the oetter obſervation whereof, that 
had Imperiall EdiQts to grace it, and in thoſe EdiQts , for re- 
ſtraint of work upon other holy daics , yet the cheifeſt care 
was for the Honour of this day , as doth appeare by this 
Clauſe, Alaxime 11 deminicis dirbue , on the Lords daycs 
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; In an Epift. ro 


and Prelates had the ſame affettions, beth ſorts earneſt, to ad- 
vance this day above all others. The Emperour Leo, faith he, 
allo by wo ſeycrall Edits made it” fingutar above other 
Feſtifalls. 

Laſtly, our Church in (anon 45 preferreth it above all 
other holy dayes in this, that licenſed Preachers are inioyned 
to Preach either in their own, or in ſome other Church eve- 
ry Sunday , which order is not taken for other holy 
dayes. 

Thus wee ſce this day to have the preheminence 8- 
bove any other, and indeed, it hath before others antiquity, 
the authority eſtabliſhing it is divine, the certainty of the 
day is without alteration, and the unity of judgement, with 
ſo full a Conſent of allſorts, in all ages, as may well mn 
{wade us, to give it the glory before any of the reſt of the 
Feſtivalls ; which toequall with ir , is void both of reaſon, 
and religion ; as all that which hath been ſaid , ſufficiently 
proveth. 


CHAP. XIV. © 
T his day 1s to be kept holy, and the whole day too. 


/N holy day is to bekept holy,none will deny it. Our 
A Lords day is an holy day and an high holy day too, 


before all other, as inthe former chapter is proved : 
and therfore to be kept holy ; which very tearm of holy,chal- 
lengeth a ſeparation of the day unto holy uſes ; as Gods holy 
daies all of them in the old Teſtament were obſerved,and im- 
ployed in holy duries,as theScripturestell us : the end of the 
weekly Sabbath, was ro keepit holy, as the very Command- 
ment ſheweth, from the mouth of God himſelfe, Exe, 20. 8. 
Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy : and Moſes the In- 
rerpreter of the Law,in Dex. 5.12. ſaith the ſame : And our 
Lords day being our Chriſtian Sabbath in ſtead thereof, 
ſhould be kepr holy : We keep holy the Lords day , faith, 
Dionyſims, who lived in eAwne. 175, Our King, and whole

State, ina Statute, hath delivered this,as is beforenoted; T hat 
F; 2 
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it is 4 prineipall part of true ſervice wnto- God to beep holy the 
Lords day : Our Church in the Homily teacheth us, 7 har 
Gods obedient people ſhould uſe the Sunday holily, and care- 
fully keep the day in holy reſt and quietneſſe, beth men, women, 
children, ſervants , and ſtrangers, as they have ever done 
from the eApoſtles dayes. That the Primitive Churches, Fa- 
thers, and Chriſtian Princes did in their ſeverall times alwayet 
obſerve, and cauſe to be obſerved the Lords day with all holy 
ſol: mnity and godly reverence: read the many learned Au- 
thours ayouching the fame, quoted for this by Maſter Sprine 
in his book of the (hriftian Sabbath, pag.1g. To this effect 
ſpeaketh Biſhop Whie, cited before in chapter g. affirming, 
that the Primitive Fathers and their Succeſſours did nniver- 
ſatly maintaine the religious obſervation of the day : Thar it 
is to bee kept holy, there bee none of ſound judgement 
will deny it. 

But the queſtion is, how much of the day is to be ſet apart 
unto God ? The wiſdome of God, which in mans beſt rea- 
ſon is mot worthy co be our direRion, appointed a day for 
the celebration ot the Sabbath : we ought to reſt the whole 
day, fay the Fathers in a Councellat Nice. S. Chryſoſtome 
in 3. Hom. on Johr, exhorts to deſtinate the day wholly to 
divine imployments. The Divines in /reland have held the 
Lords day to be wholly dedicatcd to the ſervice of God, And 
| was there ever any-thing counted holy, as ſez apart for 
holy uſes, which was nor wholly ſacred ? The Temple was 
holy, was itſoin part, or inthe whole? Ser-Feſtivalls were 
holy the whole & King Edgar and Canumus enacted by 
their Lawes, that the Sunday ſhould bee kept holy from 
Saturdzy at noon, till Munday morning. Charles the great, 
ordained to have it kept from evening to evening ; ſo zea- 
lous were thoſe Princes in thoſe times, for the obſervation 
of this day to the honour of Jeſus ; they held not the 
whole day roo much. S. eAuguſtine in his Sermon de tem- 
pore 251. and one Leo the Biſhop of Rome, who was made 
bewan cenge in eAmno 440. almoſt full 3 200 yeares fince, 
reckon the Saturday Eve a part of the Lords day. And} 
| Dodtor Heylisciteth alſo a Synod beld at Friuti,in An 791. 
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that all Chriſtians ſhould with all reyerence and devotion 
honour the Lords day, beginning on the Evening of the 
day before, atithe firit ringiog of the bell. Hee tellerh us 
all, how S. ferome relaterh, chat the Monkes in Egyp de- 
ligned the Lords day wholly unto prayers and reading of ho. 
ly Scriptures. Maſter Brerwood confefſeth, That is is weert that 
Chriftiaxs dedicate the day wholly toghe honour of God ; that 
we ſhould not bee lefſe 
than the Jewes in celebrating their Sabbath : Becauſe, faith 
hee , the obligation of our thaunkfulnefſe i more thas theirs: 
Therefore hee wiſheth that it were moſt religiouſly per- 
formed with attendance to holy deyation. 

T his day ( faith (alvin) wholly ts bee dedicated to him , 
and it ts neceſſarie, that ſoa we may utend wholly ts the mind- 
ing of Gods works , and beſtow the day in prayſing and mag- 
nifying Gods name : wee have no cauſe (faith hee) to grudge 
the giving of one day te him, ſeeing hee leaveth us fix 
for one, 

Let any man give a reaſon, ifthey give any part of the 
day to Chrift, wby they ſhould not think him worthy of all 
the day? Is it too much for him,and whole fix little enough 
for our ſelves? If wee willtake a part from him ( fort 
whole none will, exceptthey be worſe than Jewes and Pa- 
gans in obſerving their dayes) which part isit ? not the 
morning , for when ſhall we begin then to ſerve him? Not 
the ending of the day; for why, are we weary of well doing? 
ſhall wee begin in the ſpirit, and end in the fleſh? A libe- 
rall friend that hath ſeven pounds in his hands, and giveth 
me fix of them freely, owing me nothing , to imploy the 
ſeventh for bim; If I Gould grudgets beftow it wholly,and 
take without leave any part of ir to my ſelfe , were I not 
moſt ungratefull? Againe,every holy thing is holy unto the 
Lord, and is it not facriledge togobbe God cither of the 


whole, or of part? Laſtly , let us conſider this , that bee | 


which willingly gives nor God all , would give him none 
atall, if it werenot for by-reſpeRts, more than conſcience of 
duty, For conſcience will binde to give the whole , where 
all is due, as well as a pait of the due. Therefore God

CHAP. XV. 


How this day is to be kept holy , morally, «s the Atrem 
Sabbath was kepe. 


to cleare this point , ,Jet us conſider how the ancient 

Sabbath was uf morally , how our Lords day 
was kept in the time of the holy Apoſtles, how to be kept 
by the tabliſhed authoritic of our Church, and how Em- 
perours , Kings , Councels, Synods , Fathers , and others 
would have it kept, yea God himſelfe from profane pol. 
lutjons. | 

Concerning thefirſt , the ancient Sabbath was kept in 
reſt and in the employing of that reſt unto religious du- 
ties; which what they were; ſee at large inthe other Treatiſe, 
Seftion 25. 

For the Ceremoniall and Leviticall Services on thar ſe- 
yenth day, they arc abrogated ; fo all the Jewiſh ſuperſti- 
tition, brought in by mens vaineT raditions,are condemned, 
likewiſe thoſe acceſlorie precepts for the more ftrift reſt on 
that day,belonging only to the Iſraelites for a time, are taken 


ER the better fatisfaRtion of moderate minds, and 


away and doe nothing concerne us, and are not to be imita= | - 
ted ofus. Burt the ancient people of God are to befollowed' 


of us, asfarre as the fourth Commandement bindeth us in 
the naturalitie thereof, in the ſpiricualicic,and in its morallitie, 
as the holy people of God then kept it, ia ſuch common du- 
ties, as wee arc, as well þs.they were bound to performe 
for Gods ſeryice,and for the benefiting of their owne ſoules, 
in theuſe and exerciſes of his heavenly ordinances on his 
holy day. This is farre from an ys. at all, © 
much laid in the diſh, and =aars f y caft upon many in 
theſe times , bur without cauſe at all: ifche matter be well

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| weighed , and they, rightly: underſtood, 28 it were:to- bee 
wiſhed. 
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Their Service was both in the forenoone,ahd intbe after- 
noone every day, Nam. 28. 3. Exod. 29. 38. then much 
more on the Sabbath day : For in the morning of their 
Sabbath,they had the Service jn theTabernacle and Temple, 
and thgir Sacrifices doubled. Num. 28. g. and alſo burning 
of mcehſe in the morning, Exed. 30.7. Sointheafternoone 
both Sacrifices and burning of incenſe, and thus every day 
continually, Exod. 29. 38. & 30. 7. 8. To this David 
alluded ity Pſal. 141. 2. This #fternoone Service was 
abour three aclock, and called the ninth houre of Prayer , 
Aft 2.1. what time the one ne to pray, Den.g.21. and 
which Eliah obſerved in the offering of Sacrifice, King.19. 
29, and we read while the incepſe was offered, the people 
were devour jin their prayers, Z#k. 1. 10. Preachirg was 
alſo inthe Temple , for there Chrift preached, Aarth. 26. 
55. Mark 12.25. Luke 19. 47. John 7.28. of which, az of 
any ſtrange thing, the chiefe Prieſts and the Elders did not ! 
avke him , but of his authoritie ſorodoe, Marth, 21.23. 
Exh. 20.1.2. Andintothe Temple carely in the morning, 
came hee to teach , John $. 2. and the people to heare, 
Lok. 21. 38, whither the Jewes alwayes reſorted, John 1g. 
20. Herealſo the Apoſtlespreached, As 3.1.12.&5.21. 
22-42. And in this place, nodoubr was it, in which the 
Scribes and Phariſes fate to teachthepeople, arrh. 2 3. 2.

DIES T cannot be, but where Emperours and Kings 
Gt Ea) have taken care for keeping holy the Lords day, 
© LS they had the judg-mment of che godly Diyines in 
AII8IE their times : But to cleare more this point, let us 
ſee what hath by the learned beene decreed concernirg 
this. 

The Comncell of Carthage decreed to petition the Em - 
perour then , that there might bes no Shewes , nor other 
Playes on the Lords day, &c. The ( owncell held ar Aragon, 
would haye no fentence prenounced in any cauſe on the 
Lords day. The third Comnrcell at Orlcance informeth 
us, that — reaping , hedging , and ſuch fervile 
works were prohibited. The Comncell at CAlaſcon dee 
creed , that the day ſhould be kept holy, calling it the 
Lords day , the day of owr new birth, the everlaſting day 
of reſt , inſinuated unto ns, under the ſhadow of the ſevemh 
day or Sabbath tm the Law and the Prophets, On this day 
none were to meddle in Litigions ( ontroverſies, in alt ions ar 
Law Swits , nor prepare his Oxen for daily labowr; but to 
goe to the Church, and there powre out his ſonle in teares and 
prayers, celebrate the day with one accord, offer uno God 
their free and voluntary ſervice, exerciſe theneſebves in 
Hymnes and ſmging praifes wnto God , being intent thereon 
in minde and body , &c. The Conncell at Dinguloſinum in 
Bavaria determined , that upon Sunday , every one bring 
ment upon Divine reſt , ſhould abſtaine from prophane 
or common buſineſſes. In the ( auncell of Angers trade(- 
men were appointed to lay by their labours, and amon 
thoſe the Miller, and the Barber, The Comncell at Coleine de- 
creed , that the people ſhould be diligently admoniſhed, 
why other holy dayes ( but eſpecially the Lords day , 
which hath beene alwayes famous in the Church from 


the Apoſtles time ) were inſtituted (to wit) that all might 
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| 4 briſitan Sabbath. 
equally come together, to heare the Word of the Lord, to 
receive the Sacraments! , to apply their mindes to God 
alone , to be ſpent only in Prayers , Hymmnes , Pſalmes, and 
ſpirituall Sougs. And here were prohibited Playes, Dances, 
wicked Diſcomrſes, filthy Songs, all Luxarie, and Vittualling 
Honſes were commanded to be ſhut up. Concilium Biturienſe, 
exhorteth ſaying, Let them prattice nothing but that which 
ſavonrs of pietie, and there areprohibited prophane Aſſemblies, 
ryotows Feaſts, Dances, CMorices, diſguiſes Stage Player, and 
| going to eAlchauſes. Concilium Baſilienſe, forbad Dice and 
| T ables , and would that ſuch as did walke with chaſte eges , 
; modeſty , and gravitie , ſhowld not goe to —_ 
In a Synod held at Friali, it was decreed, That all (hri. 
ftian men, ſhould with all reverence and devotion, honowr the 
Lords day, and abſtaine from all carnall afts, Etiam * A pro- 
| priis conjugibus , and all earthly labours, and goe to the 
| Church devontly. A Synode held in eAken or eAqui/pra- 
mum Yo0. yeeres agoe held, that in reverence to the 
Lords day, it ſhould no more bee lawfull ro marry, 
or bee married. In a Reman Synod under Les the 
fourth, it was decreed, that no Market, no not for meat 
ſhould be kept, and no perſon ſhould receive judgment 
on that day. And under eAlexander thethird, in a Coun- 
cell of ( ompeigne it was ordained ; that none ſhould bee 
| doomed to death, or condemned to bodily puniſhment. 
In a Synod at Coy, it was decreed, that men ſhould 
doe no ſervile work , nor take any journey. A Synod at 
Petricow in Polonia, forbad T averne-mectings, Dice, { ards, 
and ſuch like paſtimes, as alſo #/frumertall muſick_and 
Dancing.

BR Ope eAlexander the third faith that both the old 


(PF and new Teſtament depute the ſeventh day unto 
& reſt. Pope Gregory the ninth commanded a re- 
raint from labour both of man and beaſt. In 
Pope Exgenius his time the Princes andPrelates ( as Door 
Heylin confeſſeth ) did agree together to raiſe the Lords day 
to as high a pitch as they fairely might, and a Canon was 
made by that Pope in a Synod at Kome $oo yeares agoe to 
forbid buſineſſes and works of labour, criminall cauſes and 
vaine ſports on the Lords day, and other Feltivalis. Pope 
Gregory in Epiſt. 3. lib. 11. held it not lawfull for any to 
bath | Aar-4 out of luxury and: pleaſure on the Lords 
day, but that wee ſhould 'reft from our earthly labours, and 
by all meanes abide in prayers, &c. 

By the Canon Law grinding bath beene inhibited, and | 
by the ſame Lawcs travelling bath beene forbidden, and | 
counted a mortall finne : See ar latge Doctor Heylin out of : 
Toftatus, the ſtriftneife of the obſervation of the Lords day | 
and holy dayes; It me adde one thing out of Summa Angel, 
tit. interrogationes in confeſſione : The Prieſts did ask the con- 
firents as a ſinne, whether they had uſed row and dancings 
on the Lords day. Our Linwood the Canoniſt de (onſecy, 
Diſt. 3.ca. Jemina faith, Die Dominico nihil alind agendum, 
ms Deo vacandum, nulla eperatio in illa die (anita agatur, niſ; 
tantums Hymns, & Pſalmis, & Canticis fpirttualibus dies ills 
tranſigatur.

A ore op with the aſſent and counſell of the Pre- 
lates aſſembled in a Synod x 349, decreed that there 
ſhould bee a generall refiraint from all manner of ſervile 
work, and that the Sunday ſhould beginat the Saturday at 
Evening. Cuthbert Archbiſhop Darobernizin a Synod Anno 
747 with the reſt, decreed that the Lords day ſhould bee 
celebrated with the reverence moſt meet, and to be dedica- 
ted only to the ſervice of God, Ous laſt eArchbiſhopDoRor 
eAbbot ſo honoured the Lords day, as he by his Chaplains 
licenſed divers Treatiſes for obſeryation of the Lords day : 
and when a Miniſter preſented him with a book to bee li- 
cenſed, which was made for liberty on that day, hertook it 
of him, and before his face burnt it in the fire. 

For Biſhops, S. Ambroſe telleth us, it is well knowne, 
ſaith he, how carefully the Biſhops doe reſtraine all toying , 
light, and filthy Dances, if at other times, then on the Lords 
day. Biſhop Babington on Exed. 1 6. faith, that Drinkings, 
Dances, Waks1, Wantonneſſe, Beare-baiting, and Bull=baiting 
were wicked prophanation of the Lords day. Biſhop Down- 
ham on the Commandements faith, They that keepthe day 
for idle reft, make it Sabbatwrm Bours or eAſinarum: They 
that defile it with drunkenneſſe and the like, make it Sabba- 
tun Diaboli : and they that prophane it with ſports, make it 
Sabbatum aurei vituli: Biſhop Hooper, that Godly Martyr 
faith, The Lord ſanGified the Sabbath day, not that wee 
ſhould give our ſelves to illnefſe,or to ſuch Erhnicall paſtimes, 
as is now uſed amongſt Erhnicall people, &c, Biſhop Bayly 
in his Praftice of Piety ſaith, We arethis day to abſtaine from 
the works of ourcallings, carrying burdens, Faires, and Mar- 
hers, ſtudying any Book but Scripture and Divinity, all re- 
creations and (ports, groſſe feeding , hiberall drinking, and 
talking about ay things : Biſhop White hath uttered 2n 
holy ſpeech, who faich, that all. kande of recreations which 


are of evill quality in reſpett of their objett, or, are attended

Lords work on it, and not trench upon him by doing our own 
worke thereon : yea, he cyteth Saint eAwgſtine for this , 
that men ſhould leave all worldly buſineſſes on Saints dayes, 
Er maxime Diebus Dominicis, efþec:ally on the Lords dayes 
that they betake themſelves wholly to the Lords ſervice. Reve- 
rend Hooker faith, that the voluntary ſcandalous contempr 
of the reſt from labour wherewith Godis publickly ſerved, 
wee cannot too ſeyerely corret and bridle: Maſter Dow 
reacheth a cefſation from ordinary labours, and holds them 
anlawfull onthis day, asthey hinder a man from applying 
himſelfe to divine duties, and therein are comrary to the 
divine precept andthe morality thereof. He requireth firſt, 
A morning preparation in private. Secondly, Warneth men 
that they doe not by improvidence, or negligence, or forgetful- 
neſſe draw wpon themſelver a neceſſity to omit or hinder the 
datyes to which this day is conſecrated. Thirdly, that the 
hindrances and our defefts bee ſupplied by prevate Devotions 
and Meditations, Fourthly, that it is good and commendable 
to ſpend the reſt of the day in holy meditations, private prayer, 
reading, and calling to minde what we have read or heard. 
Vincentins Bellovecenſis and Bellarmine have condemned 
Stage-playes, Emterludes, Maſquer, mixt-Dancing, which 
they call laſcivious, to be eſpecially on the Lords day moſt 
execrable. Alex. Fabricixs in his deftruftoriam Vvitiorun 


pars 4 faith, That the Sabbath by dancing is prophaned. |

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Sodid the godly 4/bigenſes and Waldenſes,who alfoin a ſhort 
Catechiſme upon the Commandments would have the Chri. 
ſians keep the Sabbath in ceaſing from worldly labours , 
from ſinne , and idleneſſe, and to doethings as might be for 
the good and benefit of their ſoules. 

It were tedious torecite the learned in thelater times, 
reaching the holy obſervation of this our Lords day :1 will 
end only with the harmonie of Confeſſions, where it isfaid, 
that the Lords day ever fincethe Apoſtles time was conſecra- 
ted to religious exerciſes and unto holy ret.

This we muſt know that there is no evill in a Ciry but the 
Lord doth it, ( to wit) the evill of puniſhment ; and the ſame 
commeth for fin, of what nature or kinde ſoever the judge- 
ments be : which arethree fold. 

1 /mmediate judgements wherein Gods hand is clearely 
ſcene, which all will eafily acknowledge with feare; Such a 
judgement was the drowning of the old world, the burning 
of Sodome and Gomorrah with fire from heaven : So that of 
Nadab and eAbihs, with the 250 Princes alſo with fire 
from heaven ; ſuch a judgement was that of Lots wife turned 
into a pillar of ſalt, Miriam and Gehexzs made leprous : 
ſuch were alſo the ten plagues of Eygpt on Pharaoh, and 
many judgements on the Iſraelites in the wilderneſſe; and on 
other in Hrael,and Judah afterwards. 

Secondly, CMediate judgements, which fall out upon men 
by ſomeintiruments,as by the hand ef one man againſt ano- 
ther, where one is the death of another : but theſe are not fo 
deeply laid to heart, as to behold Gods anger therein,as men 
are bound to do, yet the Scripturestelleth us of ſuch,as Gods 
very hand in puniſhing men for fin, as we may read of the 
fallingout of great friends at firſt the Sichemits and eAbinee- 
lech, who at length flew one another, God ſending an evill 
ſpirit berween them to render upon their heads their wicked- 
nes and evill they joyntly committed againſt the houſe of G;- 
deen. So hapned it with the three Armies of Moab Edows 
and Ammon and their gathering together like friends, yer 
fell out one with another, to the ruineof themſelves, and this 
is attributed to be Gods hand upon them. 

Thirdly, Judgements commonly called Caſual , which 
happen not ſeldome,too many flight, and ſay,ſome , ruſh it 
was but an accident, as if Gods hand were not init. When 
wereade of one killing another at unawares in Nm. 35.

4. that 
they were finners on whorh the Tower of Silee fell; chough 
others were not to judge them the greateſt finners above all : 
yea, caſuall loſſes in outward things come for fin. 2. (ron,

Thexefore bethe judgements of God of any kinde; they 
areto be taken notice of, and\we-arete. make uſe thereof, to 
bewareof fin, and to repent leafl welikewiſe periſh,and not 
rofligbrthe leaft caſuall harme as mott doe : For CI 
remerpbreth che people of CMiriaws, and our Saviour willed 
kis bearetsro remember Dott wife: andiSaine Pan! ſets the 
eyamplesof the puniſhmentof the litaclites before the Co- 
'rinthians, and tells chemchat theſe things hapned to them for 
 enſamples;and were written for our admonition. Where- 
 forewhat puniſhmenes have hercrofore fallen out, or. now 
happen amongſt us, we areto obſeryethem, and lay themto 
hears; For faith che Plalmift perl men: ſhall feare and de- 
#lare the. work of God, for they ſhall wi'tly conſider his doing, 
Pal. 64. 9. -. 

Thatthe abuſc of this our ſacred Lords day , hath pro= 
ked God to.wrath is aknowledged ; 'Gwalter ſaith, it isnot 
to be doubted , butthar the prophanation of the Lords day 
is not the leaft cauſe of the;gvills and calamities of our age. 
And Bellarmine confefieth hat rhe Diſorders, Dances, 
Revells.and the like,on the Lo: yes and other Feaſlivals, 
were the occafion of all publick ealamicies, and judgments, 
which they ſuffered ; and reckoneab'up,famine;povertie,pe-

A great malz uſing every Lords day to bunt in Sermon 
time, had a child by his wife , withan head like a dog with 
cares, and chaps, and cryed like an hound. 

A Grafiers Servant, would ;necds drive his Cattell on 
the Lords day in the morning, fromthe Inne where he lay 
Saturday night , when he might haye layed in the Inne, 
but hee was not gonea ſtones caſt from the Towne bur fell 
downe deadſuddenly , though before in good health. 

A man on the Lordsday though intreated to the contra- 
ry by his wife, would take his Hatchet and Shovell to make 
an end of his work left before undone : but he was ſuddenly 
ſtruck dead in theditch and ſo ended his work and lifeto- 


gether, 


One ſerving a Writ of Sub pena on another, comming 
from Gods Service on this day : he after ſome words of re» 
proofe for ſo doing, and his light anſwer thereto, dyed in 
the place without ſpeaking more words. 

Certaine diſorderly youths would in deſpite of the 
Church-wardens ring on this day, but the principall Com- 
panion , who had gathered them together , was firucken 
with giddinefle, as if he had beendrunk, whilſt he was ring- 
ing, whereof he fickned, and dyed of that fickneſſe ſhortly 
after. 

A ſcoffer rejoycing at others evils, and the licentious li- 

bertie which many took upon the Lords day, was firucken 
with a dead ralſey, all over one fide, and with blindneſle, and 
dumbneſſe, fo as he could neither goe, ſee, nor ſpeak : and ly- 
ing thus in miſcrable paine , died within a ſborttime after 
the Aroke of God upon him. 
Theſe few inſtances may m—_— the immediate hand of 
Godu haners of the Lores day, I paſſe by, how fil. 
thy Sokards have felt the Lords hand nr them on 
this day.

Chrifttan love one to another; as:at all: rites; fo chiefly 
on this day : but where luſts rult and perſons are pro- 
phane, the Lord leaveth themto themſelves , to become his 
inftruments-to puniſh” their prophanation of this day; as 
appeareth by theſe examples, | 

Some onthe Lords day would goe to Bowles ( a forbid- 
den game to the common fort ) atwhich playtwe falling 
out, the one threw a bowle at the other , and Airuck him

Certaine-youthes { contrary tothe order in the declarati-

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CHAP, XXVI. 


Of examples of caſuall judgements againſ# the 
4 Prelanes of ihe Lords PN. 


Sx F ſuch like judgements as happen as it were at tna- 
BA |} warcs,unexpedtedly,] havegiven inſtances in holy 
YA writ: And therefore by the recording of them, 
God would have us not only to take notice of 
ſuch, but alſo to make good uſe of them, as the Lord ſhall 
direR us in wiſedome, in charity, and well-mindednefſle ſo 
to doe. 

For it muſt indeed bee acknowledged that in this fort of 
judgements the particular application to particular perſons 
for this and that at is not eahe, but requireth prudency of 
circumſpeRion, and carefull obſervation of all circumſtances 
concurring to make a true uſc of them in the application to 
others, though not the like difficult in all, nor yet fo hard 
for the parties upon whom ſuch caſuall judgements doe fall, 
to apply them home to themſelves for inftrution. And 
hs have they beene obſerved and recorded : Among 
very many, take thele few examples. 

Famous and memorable is the fall of the Scaffold in 
Pars garden, where many were gathered together on the 
Lords day to ſce the rude ſport of Bear-baiting, the fall 
whereof flew eight perſons, and many others were hurt 
and fore bruiſcd. 

A great number gathered on this day to ſce a Play ated 
in a chamber ; the floore fell downe, by meanes whereof 
many were hurt, and fome kild. 

Stratford upon Avon was twice on fire, and both times 
on the Lords day, whereby it was almoſt conſumed, chiefly 
for prophaning the Lords day , and for comtemning | 
the word of God out of the mouth of his faithfull Mj- 
niſters. 

Teverton, ( whoſe remembrance, faith mine Authour, 
made his heartto bleed) was twice alſo almoſt utterly con- 
ſumed with fire, 400 houſes at once ina flame ; and inthe 

| firſt 
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firſt fire were about fifty perſons conſumed ; which was 
forthe horrible prophanation of the Lords day, occaſioned 
chiefly by their Munday-market. Of the firſt judgement 
they were fore-warned by their Preacher, telling them 
that ſome heayy judgement God would bring upon the 
Towne, as it hapned, not long after his death. 

Two brethren on the Lords day in the forenoonecame 
from a Market-towne to an Uncle they had, there to dine; 
after dinner they took horſe againe, but had not gone farre, 
but one of the forks fell downe dead : who going back 
againe to their Uncles houſe, the other horſe being put up 
into the Stable, within an houre or two after died in 
the place, 

One would ride after dinner on the Lords day, about a 
worldly bufineſſe, which he needed notthen to have done ; 
and therefore was diſwaded from it, but goe hee would, his 
way was over a bridge, on which when he came, a puffe of 
wind blew his hat into the river, which he ſeeking tore, 
cover by going into the river, both he and his horſe were 
drowned, nor could be be found till fiſhes had foulcly de- 
voured his fleſh. 

The Magdebwrgenſes report, that a husbandman grinding 
his cornc on the Lords day, the mcale was fer on fire : And 


it is knowne to many, that a Millers wifeſetting ber Nill 
on going, and ſhe bukie in her Mill on the Lords day, in the | 
morning the Mill-houſe fell upon her, and kild her; of 
which by the fall of a Stone there, but a few dayes, or bur 
a week before, ſhee had a faire warning g: ven, yet not ma- | 
king good ule of it, ſhe there ended her dayes. 

Fourteene youths adventuring to play at foot-ball upon 
theriver of Trent on the Sabbath day, when it was,as they | 
thought, hard frozen, meeting together in a ſhove, the Ice 
brake, andthey wereall drowncd. 

I might here rehearſe many more caſuall judgements of 
many ſorts, which have hapned upon ſuch as have propha- 
ned this day. Fires haye beene kindled, it not being known | 
how, in time of peoples ryoting on this day, which burae 
downe many houſes : Some in one place, ſome in-another, 

on: 
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on this day ſome going out to ſ\wimme have beene drowned: 
Some riding to merriments '( which commonly negle& di- 
vine ſervice ) have fallen from their hotſes and broken their 
necks: Moreof this kinde might be tcheatſed, but let mee 
conelude with'the words of the'Atithout'of the Prattice of 
Prety : If theſe be not ſufficient toterrifie oY from the 


wilfull prophanation of the Lord day,'pt on in thy 
prophanation, it may beethe Lord Will makErhee the next 
example to teath others to keep his Sabbarhs better,

no creditto them, holding them perhaps for Pie frandes, as 
formerly were the Popiſh.legendsro move feare it: peoples 
hearts with telling of tales. | 

Theſe fore-mentioned examples are none ſuch ; it is'a 
foule finne to bely God,nor need his cauſe any lies to ſtreng- 
then it: welivenowin aclearer light, than tobe led away 
altogether with fabulous relations. 

Others, becauſe ſome ofthe judgements ſeeme caſuall, and 
ſocommonly held in this very reſpeR, make a tuſh at the al- 
legation of them : But however ſome be apprehended as 
caſuall, many being immediate from God, none but the 
Heathen Philiſtimes Prieſts will judgethem meere chances : 
And for {ſuch as be caſuall, letus conſider, that a Sparrow 
cannot light on the ground withour the will, and providence 
of our heavenly Father. And are'the haires of our head 
numbred? Certainly-then, things which ſeeme moſt con- 
tingent, anduch aQts as the& judged ſo caſuall, muſt _ 
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fall out by the will of God, and the guidance of his ſpeciall 
—_—_ and his divine hand. And therefore not to bee 
ightly paſſed over with a tuſh, and ſlighted as a meere ac- 
cident without dueobſeryation,and uſe. 

Some think, that there is not much heed to be taken of 
theſe judgements concerning this day, for thatthe ſelfe ſame 
may bee found to fall out at othertimes, and other holy- 
dayes : And therefore nothing can be conchided more pe- 
culiarly for this day, than for any other , from theſe 
judgements, | | 

No doubt, but it may fo happen and fall out, that a 
Drunkard may fall from his borſe and break his neck 
aſwell on any other holy day, ason the Lords day : A Cud- 
gel-playermiay on another day be hurt, and have his eye 
ſtruck out as well as on this day: One may kill another, 
houſes may bee on fire, and men by ſwimming may'bee 
drowned aſwell at other times, as owthe Lords day : The 
like accidents may fall alike at all times; for God though 
he puniſh the prophanationof his owne day with his judge- 
ments, yet he reſerves not any ſpeciall judgements to be in- 
flited upon Sabbath-breakers, as peculiar tothem for that 
finne : For if ſo, men would noe thus diſpute the caſe, and 
ſleight the argument ; for the judgement would clearely 
decide the controyerfie, and put men to filence. But as I 
have aid, the ſame puniſhments may light upon all ſorts of 
offenders alike at any time: Neverthelefſe, wee may not 
negle& totake good notice of Gods hand, not only in gene- 
ra to conceive where ſuch hurts, and harms happen, that 
there is finne which hath procured it, upon ſuch perſons as 
vaine, and il) diſpoſed (for we are to judge otherwiſe of af- 
flictions on the Godly, which happen upon a Feb for triall ) 
bur alſo to endeavour tofinde out the finne in particular in a 
ſober ſearch and godly humility. And thus much muſt we 
doe for the work of Conſcience, which Rirreth not upon an 
only generality; but upon knowledge of this or that par- 
ticular{inne applyed home toour ſelves, upon the breach of 
ſome precept : Thus ſhall we inſtruct our ſelves by obſer- 
ving judgements, totake heed of particular ſinnes, 
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Now to findeput the finne, and the finner in his finne, 
which God pointeth out by his hand upon him. 

x Enquire into the tranſgreſſion of the Law, for by ir 
commeth the knowledge of ſinne, which isthe tranſgreſſi- 
on of the Law ; upon this ground we cannot miſſe of the. 
linne, 

2 In the next place, ponder f{eriouſly all the concurring 
circumſtances concerning the puniſhment happening : And 
here note I 

x The notorious qualities of the perſon upon whom the 
judgement lights ; whether he be a common ſwearer, drun- 
kard, fornicator, a defpiſer of holy duties, or groſlely care- 
lefſe of them. 2 Whar evill he was ſaying or doing when 
the puniſhment befell him. 3 Where hee was, in what 
place prohibited. 4 His intention diſcovered to be nought, 
ungodly, or unjuſt. 5 How he did, or ſpeake in an evil! 
manner. Laſtly, the time is very confiderable when any 
ſuch thing was done, at what time the judgement hapned. 

By all theſe concurring circumſtances duely weighed with 
| mature deliberation, the divinehand may be obſerved very 
uſefully, even in common, and ſuch as be called cafuall ac» 
cidents : As for inflance, + 

A May-pole ſet up on the Lords day, falleth and killeth 
one; one is ſet upupon a holy day in time of divine ſervice, 
which killeth another, as inſtances may be given: The firſt 
hapneth for the prophauation of the day, becauſe they brake 
the divine ordinance of God, who hath appointed the obſer - 
vation and keeping holy of the day : The other, for the prc- 
A phane contempt of 'Gods divine ſervice on that other day, 
To play at foot-ball onthe Sunday, the example is fearfull 
of fourteene drowned together PAying on the ice, for that 
| they propbaned the day : At Chidbrgton in the edge of 
| Hertford-ſbire, not farre from Hitchin, upon an holy day 
| a company of fellowes intended a match at foot-ball, ſome 
| of them were come intothe Church, and to call the reſt 
tegether, one tolled the Bell ; preſently ir began to thunder, 
and ona ſudden was ſeenea black ball rocome tumbling 
| downe.a hill neare by, a2d came directly ro the Church, 
and 
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and there flew into the Bell-Free, and firſt flew him that 
tolled the bell, then fluftred about the Church, and hurt di- 
vers; and at laft did butſcin ſunder,leaving behinde it a fil- 
thic ftinch like to brimſtone. Now albeit this was not on the 
Lords day, yet were they thus fearefully puniſhed. Firſt, In 
plotting an unlawfull ſport, on that day again the authori- 
ty of the Magiſtrate. Secondly,By making che Church,a con- 
ſecrated place,their randevouze. Thirdly, by prophanely tol- 
ing a Bell,the principall uſe whereof, was to give noticerothe 
people to come and ſerve God , and not to draw youths to 
yaine and unlawfull ſports. Fourthly and laſtly, in purpo- 
ſing to ſpend the time, dedicated to ſacred uſes, in their boifte- 
rous, rude, and harmefull porting. 

Thus we ſee how we may take noticeof the judgments for 
breach of the Sabbath, though puniſhments of the like na- 
ture, ( yea ſometimes worſe ) happen upon other daies. To 
Concludethis,it is not good totake off our awefull thoughts 
from Gods hand, upon breakers of the Sabbath , leaſt we 
grow preſumptuous and fall into finne, ard fo procure toour 
ſelves thedeſerved judgements which have light upon others : 
And let us conſider, how God threats to deftory ſuch 
as regard not his workes, and the operation of his 
hand . 

Laſtly, ſome are ſo farre from having any regard at all to 
thisargument drawne fromthe judgements of God, as they 
hold the allegation of them,in this cauſe,to be impious raſh- 
| nefſe, impious , andraſh preſumption , vaine obſeryations, 
; next allied to ſuperſtition, yea, a prophane kinde of obſerya- 
tion : a ſtrangly preſumpruous and dareing manner to perke 
up into Gods throne, and a taking upon men to readethe 
 darke and divine Characters of the cauſes of his inſcrutable 

judgements, and an unſufferable mp in ſuch as pro- 
duce them, making God to beare falſe witneſſe , fooliſhly 


triumphing before the victory , with ſaying, Loe the judge- 
ments of God, Loe the judgements of the Lord, ont of Heaven, 
making them ſpeake Gods indignation againſt the propha- 

nation ofthe Lords day, 
What ſhould moycany thus to condemne, and cenſure 
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ſuch as bring Gods judgements againſt the wr of 
the Lords day;They may perkaps better know with in theme 
felyes,than they yet havecxpreſſed unto others. If any have 
failed in trueth of Story, or related examples not to purpole 
( or what if bur common,and ordinary , yet true yet may 
examples be memorable, though common and ordinary; for 
God makes them ſo common, becauſe he would not have 
them forgotten ) or that have put Cauſam , pro non Canſa, 
the arekk to anſwere for themſelves. For my part, I ſup. 
poſe, withour feare of mens fore-nientioned heavie doome, 
that we may with lowly reverence, and with an holy awe- 
fullneſſe of divine Majeſty ſoberly obſerve his judgements : 
and forthcſe Reaſons. 

Firſt, the Scriptures arefull of exaniples of Gods judge- 
ments, to teach us to obſeryethem now, as then they were : 
For whatſoever is written , is written for our learning, ac- 
cording to the natureof the things left usto read, and un- 
deritand, 

Secondly, Our Saviour Chriſt minded his Hearers of the 
deſtruction of the old world, of Sodome, and of EZots wife to 
make ufe thereof for their inſtruction. - 

Thirdly,Saint Paul mentioneth fore-paſt judgements,not 
tothe Jewes among whomthey happencd, but to converted 
Gentiles, the ( orinthians : He nameththe finnes , and then 
the puniſhments, and tellerh them , that they were written 
for enſamples, and for our admonition, that we ſhould not 
doe as they did. If judgements paſt,ſervefor this uſe, are we 
not tomake the ſame uſe of judgements preſent, which dayly 
happen among us? 1 doubt not but we may, and ought fo 
to doe. 

Fourthly, The holy Pſalmiſt Iayeth it down as a fin, and 
threatneth deftruftion as a puniſhment, becaulc they regard- 
ed not, they did not conſider, nor underſtood , as the word 
fignifteth,the works of the Lord , nor the operation of his 
hands; Thelike doth the Propher E ſas in his time complain 
of , they weregiven to feaſtings and wine, andto the Pipe, 
and other muſical! inſtruments, but they regarded notthe 
work of the Lord, neither Confidered the operation of his 

hands,

Chriſtian Sabbath: 


hands, as many in our times, and eſpecially on the ſolemne 
daies, ſet apart for Gods worſhip: At which times, if evills 
befall any of them, are wee ſlightly to paſſe them by ? 
Should we not learne by other mens harmes to take out a 
leſſon for our ſelves? when the Scorner is puniſhed the Simple 
is made wiſe, faith Salomon. 

Fifthly, Ic is a duty, yea, agrace commended in the God- 
ly, that they will learne righteovſnes , when they ſee the 
judgements of God in the earth : but it is cleane contrary to 
the wicked, they will not behold the Majeſty of the Lord, 
when he fpare:1 chem, and when they behold others puni- 
ſhed, yer thcy willnot learne righteouſneſſe. Marke, how 
the Prophet here j1dgeth them for wicked, who from judge- 
ment; en others, and from his fayour towards themſelyes, 
will not learne righteouſheſle, 

Sixthly, I have ſhewedthat $00 yeeres ago, how the Re- 
verendPrelates atche Synod in Pari idroheart the feare= 
full judgements which befell ſome, for the prophanation of 
the Lords day : Gualter, as you have heard, durſt averre 
RY ſaying , that it was notto be doubted, 
that e prophanation of the Lords day , was hot the leaſt 
cauſe of theevils, and calamitieg in thoſe times : Bellarmine 
durſt fay as much. In the exhortation added to our Fa#t- 
Booke, is it not acknowledged , that the plague hapned ( a-| 
mong other {innes ) for the polluting, and not kceping holy 
the Lords day? Learned menfrom timeto time have made 
Catalogues of ſuch judgements as have hapned upon this | 
day. The Authour of che Pratiſe of Pictie(a book thirty five | 
times reprinted, allowed by authority, and dedicated to our | 
| Now Dread Soveraigne, when he was Duke of 7 orke , and 

after when he was Prince of ales ) rchearſerh many judge-| 
ments upon Sabbath-breakers, as he calleth them, and is 
bold inthe Concluſion to affirme, that thoſe judgements 
which he mentioneth may be ſufficient unto them ( whoſc 
hearts are not ſeared ) how wrathfully God is diſpleaſed 
wh them, who are wilfull prophaners of the Lords 

ay. | 
What ſhall we fay of all theſe Reverend Fathers afore- 
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time, of our Reverend Prelates in their exhortation,of Lear- 
ned Divines, aſwell Papiſts, as Proteſtants in their obſer- 
vation of judgments, and applying them for the breach of 
the Lords day, that herein they were ſtrangely preſumptu- 
ous, that their obſervation was raſh, yaine, and impious, and 
they in ſo doing deſeryed to be cenſured for inſufferable arro- 

gancy ? now God forbid. I preſume, the ſpirit of wiſcdome 
will not ſuffer any moderate minde to think it : nor eyer 
did let any ſucha condemning cenſure and deadly doome, 
paſſe the pen of any upon them for ſodoing. Nor indeed, 
was therecauſe,nor yet is, if the judgements be wiſely ap- 

lied. 

F For is it not acknowledged by a learned Oppoſite, that in 
ſome caſes, it is lawful] to apply particular judgements to par- 
ticular finnes of particular perſons? Then why not in. this 
caſe, if the caſe be put right, to wit, for the prophanation of 
the day,and not hailed and drawn to other by-ends,and by- 
reſpects, not intended in the produQtion of theſe judgements? 
For another learned Oppoſite ſaith thus, without all queſti. 

on, ( whethercheobſcrvation of the Lords day lands by yer- 

tue of Gods immediate precept inthe fourth Commande. 

ment, or otherwiſe: or wy by Apoſtolicall, or Ecclefialti- 
call Conſtitution ) the prophanation of the day ( marke the 

words) muſt needs bee a greivous finne, and powerfully- 

attractive of Divine vengeance, ſeeing itis acknowledged by 

all, that in the prophanation of thac day, both Gods precept 

( asfarreas it is morall in the fourth Commandement ) 1s 

violated, and the authority, ( which God hath commanded 

all Chriſtians toobey ) iscontemned. If then the propha- 

nation of the day be a greivous ſinne, and powerfully-at- 

erative of Divine vengeance, when Ged layeth his hand 

upon the prophaners of the day, what letteth any ſober ſpirit 

to apply the judgement ? 

Gods wayes, are not our wayes, Eſa, 55. $. faithong; 
true, not in his mercies,of which the Prophet there ſpeaketh ; 
and yet we feare not to apply his mercics to our comfort,and 
to the comfort of others. 

But the judgements of God areunſearchable, Xow.x 1.3 3. 
what 
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what judgements? ſuch judgements as we ſpeake of ? The A- 
poſtle fpeaketh not of the works of his juſtice for fin, imme- 
diate, mediate, or caſuall, which happen in the fight of men, 
and are ſo made manifeſt, and are not unſearchable. But the 
Apoſtle by judgements underſtandeth the hidden determina- 
tions of Gods meanes to bring about the manifeſtation of 
his juſtice,and mercy to this and that people, asto the Jews, 
and tothe Gentiles; which madethe Apoſtletocry out, Oh 
the depth of the riches of the wiſedome, and knowledge of 
God, Cc. 

If theſinne be manifelt, and the puniſhment viſible, here 
is not an unſearchable judgement , nor ſuch, his way paſt 
finding out. Theſe two places alleadged , that of Eſay for 
judgements of mercies, and this of the Romanes miſ-under- 
Rood, and miſ-appyled toour matter in hand, do not hinder 
the applying foberly Gods judgements when chey fall our 
upon men, intheir ftinfull courſes. 

Our Saviour ſufficiently { will ſome lay ) taketh us off 
from this raſh attempe: 1.Inthe blind mans caſe, John g. 
2.Jn the fall of thecower of Si/oam,and maflacre committed 
on the Gali/eans : And 3. the whole booke of Job ſerves to 
ſhew the folly of vaine men. 

Firſt, For theplace of John g. concerning the blinde man, 
there isno application of any judgement by tha diſciples, 
- they doe only ask him a queſtion, ſaying, Maſter, whodid 
ſinne, this man or his parents? T hey knew not the cauſe, they 
; only ſuppoſed, there might beſome fin, in the one, or inthe 
; other, why the man was borne blinde : Our Saviour anſwers. 
| them, and directerh their thoughts ro an higher conſideras | 
| tion upon the cccafion of his healing ; but he condemneth | 
them not of any raſhnefle as in ſome other caſes he did, when 
fometimes thev asked him a queſtion. This rext taxecth no | 
| the ſober.minded for obſerving finnes, and applying of judge- 
ments, when they happen. 

Secondly, Concerning, Lee x 3.1,2,3,4- it is toaslittle. 
purpoſe : for here ſome tell Chriſt of thar which befellthe | 
Galileans,and our Saviour himlelfe bringeth in the fall of the | 
|LoWer: but here is no mention of the peoples GEE | 

| 
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of any finne, for which they might apply tothem the judge = 

| with them for any 
ſuch conceit : but heeonely maketh a ſuppelition , if any 
thought them to bee the greateſt finners aboue all others 
that dwelt in thoſe places, rhey erred in ſothinking, and 
taught them the right uſe thereof, ro wit, to repent , leaſt 
they themſelyes ſhould periſh : This Text isagainſt ſuch as 
raſhly judge ſuch tobe the greateſt ſfinners , whoperiſh by 
cither mediate, of caſuall judgements; but who doe fo judge 
of thoſe whom God hath puniſhed for prophaning his day ? 
for my part I know none of fo preſumptuous a Firic : we 
ſpeak of the finne , wee apply - the judgement, and deſire 
men to make the uſe thereof, which Chriſt doth here, to re- 
pent, that they nay not likewiſeperiſh; and this we have 
warrant todoe. 

Thirdly, for the whole book of Job , which! is faid 
to ſerve fi this purpoſe, to ſhew the folly of vaine men, 
preſuming to particularize the foot-ſfieps of the Lord , 
as if hee proceeded in juſtice according to our fancies. 
I anſwer, all might well haye been ſpared in this matter , 
for it maketh —y againſt the obſervation, and ap- 
plication of Gods judgements, againſt the prophanation 
of the Lordsday, Job was a very holy man, his friends 
could ngt convince him of any open crime : and yet for 
the ſtrange manner of Gods affliting him, they raſhly con- 
demned him. They reaſoned from Gods hand upon him, 
to make him guiltic of foule offences, which they could not 
juſtly taxe him of, for which Elihs reproveth them : But 
we reaſon from the finne, the prophanation of the day , 
(which is acknowledged a grievous {m) to the puniſhment, 
that God is offended, and therefore the {into be avoided. In 
this, is neither folly,nor we vaine men, nor led by fancie,nor 
doe wee darken ceunſell by words without knowledge, for 
which God reproved Job , not Elihw for fi wa, faulc with 
Job ; for Elihs his reprehenfion of Fob was ſound,and good, 
againſt which Job made no reply. 

Oh, but yer ſome may ſay, if it bee denyed, that eitherthe 
evill inflicted is a judgement, or that it was for this (to wit, 


the 
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the prophaning of the Lords day) inflited , wee are forth- 
wed ro ſhame , and ſilence. 

Sooner ſaid than proved: Can any deny theevill befallen 
to bea judgement ? For the better underſtanding hereof 
we muſt know the word judgerrentto beraken,two wayes; 
Firft, for the extraordinary yindicative Jullice, the dread- 
full revenging hand of Ged , in his wrathfull vengeance, 

laguing ſome notorions wicked ones, as the omites, 
8 ians , Fehoram the ſon of Jehoſhaphar with a rotting 
diſeaſe incurable,ſo that he Rank above ground, and the like; 
Secondly, for ordinary puniſhments, which may happen to 
any, ſo asthe word judgement taken in 1 Cor.11. 2g. where 
the word tranſlated damnaticn is y7ue,judicirm,juogement: 
ſoalſoin 1 Pet.4. 17.it is uſed for any kinde of puniſhment 
which God infflicts upon men for fin : Inthis later ſenſe the 
evill befalling the Sabbath- breakers , is a judgement, and a 
due deſerved puniſhment, as the word is expounded by the 
learned in Gal. 5.10. Shall not fire from heaven, thundering 
and lightning , by which ſome have been killed, be held a 
judgement? was not the fall of Paris-gardens Scattold, 
which hurt and kild ſo many , a judgement? Theſe and 
other evils hapning, ſuch as be before mentioned, have been 
held to be judgements; and why any ſhould deny them to 
be ſo now, they give no reaſon, nor indeed,can they, if they 
take the word judgement arighe, as in this caſe fome 
Oppoſites doe ; who affirme that irreligious contempt of 
Gods ordinances, appointed on this day , by the Church, 
and law of the "fs. may pull down Gods judgements : 
ea, that if this day were changed into another, there would 
as exemplaric judgments of God from heaven againſt this 
kinde of ungedlineſſeof (men, as eyer were in ay ages upon 
the Lords day.Itisno ſhame weſeeto call them judgements. 

And we may without ſhame fay that theſe evils befell 
them for prophaning the Lords day, and not keeping it 
= Our Church inthe Homily, and in the fore-mentio- 

exhortation , the Fathers in that —_ larned 
men have avyerred as much , whote 2 ion may-be op- 
poked to any private mans negation, if we had no reafor to 
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Rrengrhen the aflertion. Burt is ir; not ;granted that-the: 
prophanation of the day is a grievous ſin ? Anddoth not 
the fourth Commandement impoſe a morall dutie,, which 
is to keep holy the day of ret? The ſanRification of the 
day is impoſed upon us, aud this are we ptefied to remem- 
ber, Let the day be what ic will, appointed by divine au- 
thoritie, as our Lords day is acknowledged ts be, wee are 
to keep it holy. To keep the day fet apart by a divine 
inſtitution, holy, is the maine ſubſtance of the fourth 
Commandement, and a morall dutie;. And therefore the 
not keeping holy the Lords day, bur polluting ic, isfa finue, 
againſt the fourth Commandemean, and the breach of a ma. 
rall dutie, and therefore for this did the evills befall choſe, 
that prophancd the day. 

But ſome will peradventure ſay, that it was the yronhas 
nation, and irreligious contempt of Gods ordiuauces ap- 
pointed upon this day by our Church, and the 1: wes of ic 
land ( Gnnes highly provoking Gods wiath ) «! 
brought ſuch eyils upon them. 


It. may bs fo, for vaine and: prophane encugh are tuc, 


pcrfons, with whomthe Lord is diſplcaſed, whoinay adde 
one finne to another, tothe prophaning of rhe day, an irre- 
ligious dif-regard of holy duties, with difubedience ro Au- 
thoritic : but this Gnne maketh not the: other to ie no 
cauſe of the evills hapuing to. them , (bur, forycth.1rar;/er 
the: more to aggravate the other (inue, and ſomore ſpecdi(y 
to haſten their judgement. | | 
And tothis, ſome, it may be , will adde an other cauſe, 
to wit, the licentiouſneſle of ſfuch,as have bin puniſhed, ſwar- 
ving from thoſe dirrections & Jimitationpreſcribed roche. 
-1 will not Ceny this neither ,, for (certaine; ot is, that 
almoſt all the inftances which lately have beene given, 
are of thoſe which haye runne out beyond their bounds 
in the Declaration : and no marvell for ſuch as care not 
for-Gods Commangemepts,will cafily trauſgrefſe the limits 
preferibed by,z ut ya here is no diſcord in the affign- 
ment of -the cauſeVf their puniſhment , the prophanation 
of the day :for in one and the ſame ation,. where God is 
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diſ-obeyed;rhe Church dif-regared, and authority neglected; 
and- for all this together the parties puniſhed , yet the 
principall cauſe is the finne againſt God : as in this cauſe | 
iris cleare enough. ; | 

Nevertheleſſe, ſome cannot peradventure be ſatisfied with | 
all chis,thar it is lawfull to apply cheſe judgements to par- | 
ticular perſons, except certaine rules be obſcryed herein, ſuch 
as themſelves lay downe for guidance in the ſame. Theſe 
rules I will write downe, and then give anſwer tothem as 
I may. The rules which 1 finde laid downe for this purpoſe 
are theſe following. 

1 Rule, We muſt have cither extraordinary revelation 
of the puniſhments for the ſinne , of which now there is no 
. | expectation inthe wiſe : or immediately by the word wee | 
mult find thoſe particular fins threatned with thoſe particu- | 
lar judgements, which we ſee to be executed upon them, 

Sometime we finde in Scripture particular judgements | 
threatned for ſome particular finnes, which ſome have com- 
mitred, and beene puniſhed for. But there be above a thou- 
ſand finnes mentioned in Scripture, and five hundred of 
them without any particular threatning added, This rule 
is not alwayes obſcryable. Wee ſee ſeyerall kindes of pu- 
niſhments inflicted for ſome particnlar finnes, which were 
not threatned before, tolight upon the offenders. UVzz5iab 
for attempting to offer incenſe, was ſmitten with an incu- 
ble Leprofie : Nadab and Abihy were burnt withfite from 
heaven for their finne: eAnaxias and Saphrra for their lying 
to the Holy Ghoſt kild immediately in the place: Jeroboams 
arme withered for ſtretching it out againſt the Prophet: A- 
maziah for filencing a Prophet, given overto feck his owne 
overthrow: J=das for betraying Chriſt lefteo be: his owne 
executioner: Herod caten with wormes for his finne, yer 
noneof theſe particular judgements were threatned for theſe 
particular finnes. | 
What therefore though we bave no threatning thax God 
would puniſh prophaneſſe on this day with fuch-parneular 
| zudgements.as have befallen thend 5 muſt we nor think thoſe 
evills to have happened ro them for that finne? A finne de- 
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ſeryes puniſhment, but what way and how God will puniſh, 
that hee reſerves to himſelfe, and ſeldome hath reyealed it, 
though ſometimes as we ſce by I athan to David, 2 Sam. 
12-11, 12+ and by Aoſes to the Ifraclites, againſt Korah 
and hiscompany, Numb. 16. 30. 

2 Ryte. That which we ſuppoſe to be puniſhed, muſt bee 
truly, and indeed a finne, and not a point diſputable, but re- 
creations on the Lords day, whether lawfull, or unlawfull, 
are difputable : and therefore without unſufferable arrogancy 
we cannot apply the evils happening as judgements for fin. 

Notruth is focleare, but by agitation, ſiding, and exerciſe 
of wit, may become difputable. This might bee ſhewed in 
many things evident enough, till they come into queſtion. 
The morality of the fourth Commandement was heretofore 
very manifeſt, andthe m—_— holy the Sabbath day was of 
the morality, andthe nor- keeping holy the Sabbath day, but 
polluting it, was a finne, The Lord in the old Teſtament 
threatned to puniſh, and did ſeverely puniſh the breach of 
that Law ; and the ſame finne hee yer puniſherh in ſome, 
though not in all that prophane the Lordsday,obſeryed of us 
Chrittians,as our Chriſtian Sabbath, as hath been proved. 

If theſe judgements come notfor the prophanation of the 
day,(as before ſhewed it hath been acknowledged) where- 
fore hath God fo long, and ſo often laid his hand on ma- 
ny ? If God be net provoked to anger, hee will doe'us no 
hurt. Jer. 25. 6. Hee doth not wilhngly aflit nor greive 
us. Lam. 3.33. Therefore when hee doth hurt, and af- 
fli& theſe vaine, looſe, and licentious fort of perſonson this 
day, what finne { forthey doe finne)) evidenced by Gods 
hand againſi them, what finne, I ſay, may wee ſuppoſe ito 
bee, but their prophaneſſe? and if the caſe bee fo doubtful 
as ſome would make it, yet whether is it not better to make 
this uſe oftheſe judgements, to ſanRify the day with due re- 
yerence, rather than in doubtfull caſeto take our pleaſurable 
liberty? for the rule is good, Quod dwbiras, we feceris, for o 


Rule. That wefind it' by obſervation to haye eyer been, 
md continually, or for the moſt part ſo. 
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What finne- is there that may agree with this rule, 
that hath ever, and continually, or for the moſt part ſome] 
judgement to ſet it out by, and by which it may be dif- 
covered? For as an Oppoſite in this our caſe, ſaith, arethere 
not thouſands ( more is the pitty )that prophane the Lords 
day in greater meaſure, than any of thoſe in whom infiances 
have been made, which never felt any exemplary evill? Ss 
may I ſay of many other ſinnes, and finfull men wallowing 
in their filthineſſe ; where finde we that ever and continu- 
ally, or forthe moſt part, that yengeance ſuffers not a mur- 
thererto live? Have not many lived, and do not many live 
guilty of bloud ? hath eyer,and continually ,and for the moſt 
part,thedrunkard,the glutton,the adulterer, the cruell extor- 
tioner, andthe Ike wicked ones, been made exemplary by 
judgements upon then, that any ſhould expeR eyer , conti- 
nually.,. or for the moſt parr, judgements upon Sabbath 
breakers ? 

Bur it is a pretty cunning for men to deviſe rules-out of 
their owne braincs,andlay them downe as Maxime to try 
their Adyerſariestenentsby,and to rejet them as not ſound, 
bceauſe they agree not to their crooked rule. 

Yet concerning the matter in hand let me fay thus much, 
theſo frequent accidents as ſome call them in ſogreat varie- 
ty, and happening ſo thick together in many place, 
way worke amazement , and do anſwere better to the 
rule, than what other ſinne with following judgements up- 
on the offenders may be produced: It is faid,(and but faid,) 
that ſuch accidents fall out as frequently upon other dayes : 
Let themthatſo ſay be pleaſed totake the paines to obſerve, 
and gather a C aaa dad preſent them tothe view of the 
world to giveſatisfaQtion, 

4+ Rule. When the ſinner is taken inthe very manner,the 
Lords hand may be obſerved therein, the finne co. operating 
with the judgement, cither naturally, or morally. 

When the finne,and the judgement meet together,it is ve- 
ry certain,thatthe judgement then poines out the ſin, which 
* | is at that time committed, tobe the cauſe. of that puniſh- 
rum Whilſt Vzzahb was laying his hand upon the a 
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he was ftruck dead; thereforeche rouching of the Arke, was 
the cauſe of the judgement : Nadab and eAbihu offered 
ſtrangefire, and whileſtthey were offering, fire from hea. 
ven lighe upon themytherefore the offering range fire was 
the cauſe why this fire from above: was 'ſent d6wn apon 
theth, Plagues full upon the Philiftimes whilſt they deteined 
the Ark therefore the wichholding the Ark was the fin which 
made God foto plague them, and was not a Chance. Jeho- 
ſhay hat joyned hinelfe with 24haruxh to make ſhips to g0 
16 Ophi for gold, burwere broken at Exzion-Geber , which 
caſus1l crofle befell him for chat fin as appearetr by the uſe 
Jehoſhaphat made of it afterwards , for he made nor a tuſh 
of it burrefuſedto joyne any more with Ahaziahs ſervants: 
the Prepher alſo applyed char cafuall purziſhment tothat fn, 
The Holy Prophet did notlightly reckon of ſuch a hand of 
God, but:was taught by the Lord co obſerve it, and to apply 
it rothe particular finne. Many other inſtances might be 
brought to confirmethistrueth if need were our of the Scrip- 
rures. Thereforethis being a rulecertaine , then the hand of 
God may be obſerved againſt our Sabbath breakers ; for 
their prophanatiohs did co-operaretothe hurt of many, and 
rothe death of ſome : They were puniſhed in their aRes 
and deedes doing, It is not the queſtioning to makethe mat- 
ter doubtfull, that can overthrow the rule laid, nor fickneſle, 
nor death happening when any are about a good thing ; for 
the goodthing,co-operateth not with the fickneſſe,nor with 
the death following : preaching and praying procure not 
| hurts, nor evils, and therefore cannot be produced fitly for 
this caſe, totake the ſober minde off from obſerving Gods 
puniſhmentsuponuch as we fpeak of in this diſcoutſe, 

It is atruth undeniable,that thetrue eftimarion of things 
dependes not _ the events or accidents following it :for 
where the acts be apparantly good , the illevents and acci- 
dents concurring,cannot make the good tobecomeevil}, nor 
tobe ſo judged ih any 'wiſe mans 'underftauding'; nor the, 
party afflicted tobe judgedill of, in hisgood a&\ 'by men | 
charitably-minded. But on che contrary,if evillevents,and 
ill accidenrs meet with' ill deedes , there the offenders may 


withour

withous the breach of Charitje, be judged. z@:beo juſtly pus 
 niſhed. And I ſuppoſe that evill events and ill AF , 
happening very ofren where acts, þedone which be ill, in 
great probability, may probably witneſſe Gods diſpleaſure 
againſt ſuch ag ſo dpe eyill wichout pyophanely makingthe 
Lord to beare falſe witnfle with usin ſych 4 caſe. 

5. For the rule of cetaliation, it is not Sw to Our 
purpoſe, and therefore I paſle it by, as neither furthering, 
nor, hindring the 'cauſe in hand, Though upon the-Lords 
day God may proceed againſt prophane men by retaliation, 
as forintahce known tp my, fflte tp be 44ruch : Alewd fels 
low tall and fttqng, ina Market Town upon a Lozds day 
drinking in an Ale-hauſe with his fellow,they fell our about

The conſcience of the ſinner is many times 2 
good directer to point out to us that curſed thing : If  , 
then what ſhall we ſay in this caſe? for divers Prophaners 
of the Lords day,, have upou their hurts fele withall the 

accuſation of conſcience, and acknowledged, that thoſe 
harmes befell chem fox doing ſuch things ag they did on the 
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Lords day. Some dying bewailed their finnes , others li- 
ving made good uſe thereof, and herein reformed them- 
ſelves, of which examples may bee brought to make 
this good. 

From all this which hath been delivered , ic may appeare 
I hope that ir'is not'raſh preſumption, nor any vaine, 
and prophane obſeryation, totake notice with reyerence of 
the immediate, the mediate, and caſuall judgements which 
happen upon the Lords day , forthe better ſtirring of us up 
| to the fanRification of the Whole day , with readineſſe of 
will ; to the honour of our Lord Jefas, fo it be without 
ſuperſtition ,, and hypocrifiez which fuch as underfſtan- | 
dingly know to obſerve the day aright, are farre from both | 


in their intention and practice, 
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CHAP. XXVIII. 
Of the ſerious ponderation of theſe things, 


IP Hriſtian Reader, that loyeſt thine owne ſoule, lay 
alide all prejudice in the cauſe, labour for ſelfe- 
a deniall, and be in love with the truth : Behold 
the Primitive times , weigh the records of our Church, the 
care of Emperours, and Kings, take notice of the Decrees 
of Councells, and Synods, the judgement of the learned 
im the Church, both the Ancient and Moderne , the many 
| to the few of a contrary minde , and lay to heart theſe 
ſeyerall kinds of Gods judgements, by all which we may ſee, 
what God, and all good men, would have us todoe, and 
what to ayoid on this day without any Judaizing at all; 
For we doe not put, asthe Jewes did, bolineſſe in theday, 
as holy in irſelfe, bat as a day fet apart by divine authority, 
for holy duties: Nor doe we make our reſt holy, but in the 
uſe of it requiſite to holy performances of the {acred duties 
of the day : for without ceſſation from our own profits and 
leafures, we cannot apply our ſelves to Diyine Services ; 
| and therefore it being both asa meanesto take us off, from 
the hinderances of holy duties, as alſo a furtherance |

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and privately to rmed, we preſle t ing © 
: Reſt Fee be well Larter fappol None would lay, 
weedid Judaize, nor call us by the new reproachfull name 
of Sabbatarians : wehold no more for reſtrainr, than wy 
men haye done in former ages. - Doctor Heylin doth tell 
us that the fifth and fixth Centurie were fully bent to give 
the Lords day all fit honour , not only in prohibiting all 
unlawfull pleaſures, bur in 'commanding a forbearance 
of fome lawfull buſinefles, ſuch as they found to be moſt 
hinderance to rcligious duties. S. Awgu/tine long before, 
allowed on the Lords day no wandring about woods, and 
fields, with noyſe and clamours, no telling of tales, no 

ying at dice, nor dancing on this day : /yea, he findes 
faulr,that whilſt they.reſted from a good work,the work of 
their calling, they refted not from yaine and trifling works, 
as if (faith he) one time of the day were ſer apart tothe 
Service of God, and the reſt of the day and the night,to 
their owne pleaſurcs. Tertullian, before him telleth us, 
how: holily the Sabbath was kept after the breaking up'of 
the Congregation, as beforehath becne delivered, And itis 
worthy to be marked out of Doctor Hey/in,though he make 
mention of recreations, cap. 3. 1g. $4. & cap. 4-pag-12 3« in 
his Hiſtorie of the Sabbath; yer bath be not produced any 


| one teſtimonie of any' one Father for the now conceit of 


Chriſtian bbertieconcerning recreations, of which he ſaith, 
after dinner until Evening Prayer,and gfter Evening Prayer 
untill the time of Supper, there isnoqueltionco be made, 
but all werepractiſed, which were'not prohibired :Bur had 
there beene- proofes , hee ſurely: would haye producedone 
Father or other for thew. But come we how to our Oppo 
fites, and fee whatthey ſay for” us without Judaizing;;and 
inſtced of all thereſt, I take only here the learned, Biſhop 
White, who faith thus , fo farreforth as ſecular labour, and 
paltime,or recreation,are impediments: to facred and 1cbighs 
ous duties publick or private to bee performed upon holy 
dayes , they are to be avoided,and abftinenccfrom them 
mult be uſed according to the equitie of divine law; andthe 
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cofthe Church , othetwiſe they ate facrilegious (ci- 
Fog Crib for his purpoſe ) becauſe t nyt to 
nite God of his honour, and to hinder the fpirituall edift- 
cation of Chriſtian people; and becauſe abſtinence fromla- 
bour , and from recreation upon the holy day is ſubſervient 
to the excrciſe of religious duties ; andon the contrary, fe- 
cular labour, and paftime, are impediments thereunto, and 
if they be ated at ſuch times, as the precept of God, and 
the Church prohibit , they are prophanations of Gods hol 
day; The fame learned Father inanother place in his book 
againſt Brabors , faith , that becauſe the Lords day, and 
other holy dayes are deyoted to the Service of God, and ap. 
pointed to the exerciſe of religious and ſpiritual) duties;Chri- 
tian people are to perferre their religious offices of thoſe 
dayes- before their wordl!y pleaſures, and profit , and che 
more obſcryant they arc hereof, the more they pleaſe God , 
if other ations of their life, beſutable to their deyocions ; 
yea, he faith further ( and ſo much as we may ſay , and no 
| more)that deyout Chriſtians, who are fo pioully affeted, 
as thatuponithet Lords day , and other holy dayes , they doe 
reſolve ro ſequeſter, and retire themſelves from ſecular bu- 
fnefſes, and ordinary. pleaſures and delights, to the end 
they may more freely attend the ſervice of Chrift, and apply 
their mindes to fpirituall and heavenly medications,arcto be 
commended, and: encourgtd : For,the doing rhercof, is a 
work of gtace , and godlinefle, pleaſing and acceptable to 
God : for which he, quoteth , (#. 3.2. Joh. 6. 27. Let 
none fay, that fleſh and bloed cannot apply it &lfeſo holily, 
28 Wholeday together : For,firtt, fleſh and blood ſhall not 
inherit the kingdome of heayen, 1 Cor. 25. 504 Secondly, we 
muſt irive to doe by grace, what wer cannor mou nature, 
elſc we ſhall neyer doe at any. time true ſervice to God , ac- 
cording to any of his Commandements. Thirdly, God muſt 
tot looſe his right of ſervice from us, becauſe we haye pro- 
cured to our ſelves wretched natures, ſoone wea

grace ? God forbid. Sixthly and laſtly, let me ask any 
ious heart, any conſcionable Chriſtian, why ſhould men 
more indulgent to weak nature, yeelding to fleſh and 
blood, in and about the fourth Commandemear, for ke 
ing of a day wholly-to him, than in and about our —_ | 
ſervice and obedienceto any of the other nine? Seeing God 
hath made his diſpleaſure ſo remarkable in many judgements 
againft Sabbath-breakers, both aforetimie under the Law, 
and now ſince under the Goſpel. 

Let me againe ask, is there any true Chriſtian and lover 
of Jeſus, bur will out of conſcionable and mature delibera- 
tion approve of ſuch a pious and heavenly obſeryation of the 
day ,asthe before mentioned reverend father ſpeaketh of, yea 
and count them moſt happy that could delight themſelyes 
in ſo heavenly a manner, for the only honour and glory of 
Chriſt? 

If fe, then let me once more be bold here to ask : Firſt, 
why are any derided, mocked, and abuſed with the 0- 
brious name of Sabbatarians, who fek thus to extoll and 
| magnific the Lord of life without Jewiſh ſuperſtition ? Se- 
| condly, why ſhould any bee offended with the endeayour 
in any to keep ſtrictly the day, though they cannot attaine 
to the perfection of ir? ſeeing it is not reprehenGble; no 
j $cripeureagainlt ir,no Fathers reproving it,no Councell con- 
demning it, nor any holy men cenſuring ir, as Jucaizing in 
| any age,fifice the glorious AfcenGonof Jelus Chrift ? Third- 
ly, why may not men bee taught thus to doe? why may 
they nor be exhorted to put to their beſt endeayoures to at+ 
| taine unto-itin the beſt manner they can, it be without 
ſuperſtitian and: puctiog any holineſle. jn the-day it felfe? 
Fourthly, why ſhould wee not on this day, one-day in the 
week, give Chriſt all the gloÞ we can roſh bly, in our love 
to him, and moſt ſolemnely ſhew it forth to the further 
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gracing and magnifying of his name? If any be defirous 
to anſwer theſe queſtions, let them firſt turne their thoughts 
ro Chriſt, and hearken then what conſcience will ſay, and

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P Oncerning ſports, games, and-paſtimes, it is agreed 
kg upon, thatthey are not all of one fort : Therefore 
a lt us confider what thoſe be which areto be for- 
© borneon the Lords day. 

'r All finfull yanities, which bee unlawfull by Gods 
wotd,as fooliſh talking, and jeaſting, Eph. 5.4. Idle words, 
CAlat. 12. 36. corrupt communication, Eph. 4. ” toying 
wantonneſle, Rom. 1 3.1 3- Comporations, exceſle of wine, 
or ſtrong drink, laſciviouſneſſe, either in words, ſongs, ge- 
ure, or aQion, banquettings, 1 Pet. 4 . 3. Revellings rec- 
kohed amorig the finhes of the fleſh, which ſeclude from 
heaven, Gal. 5. 29. andpraQtifed amongſt the Heathen, and 
condemned by S. Peter, as Heatheniſh, with ther fins ac- 
companying it, 1 Pet. 4. 3. — wn Rom. 13.13. Theſe 
fs condemned by God himfelfe, none may uſe at any time, 
and much leſſe on the Lords day, or any holy day : 'And yet 
if our paſtime-followers bee with-heid from all theſe, their 
rude porting would be nodelight to them : For the common 
Ruſticks doe horribly defilethemſclyes with theſe things, as 
the fruirs declare in their drunkenneſſe, fighting, quarrel- 
ling, baſtard-brecding, and the like, beſides murthers com- 
mitted'ſometimes. ; 

2 All ſports; games, paſtſhes, and pleaſures, which bee 


made unlawfull by the Lawes of our Land, and Canons of

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our Church, are nor co be uſed at other times, then not oh 
the Lords day, by the rude yulgars and common multitude, 
who are prohibited, firſt all Beare-baiting, Bull-baiting, 
Interludes, common Playes, Bowling, Diceing, C ging, 
Tables, Coits,  Cailes, Luggers, Shove-groar, Fooc-ball, 
Fencing, and all meetings out of their owne pariſhes on the 
Lords <7 for any ſports or paſtimes whatſoeyer. Secondly, 
JAIL ſuch ſports and pleaſures as cannot be done, but by ſuch 
perſons as are vrohibired ro wander abroad, and by the Law 
judged-to be vagabonds, and wandering rogues: ſuch: bee 
Jugglers, Fortume-rellers, Fencers, Giphies, Players, —_— 
arpers, and wandering Minftrels, Players upon Tabors, 
and Timbtels, Souldiers toffing the pike, going as wanderers 
fo ger money on this day. Thirdly, all pleaſures in prohibi- 
|red places, as Gaming-houſes, wr) rs and Tip- 
|ting-houſes. Fourthly, a1l ſports whartſoeverin the Church 
or Church-yard forbidden by the Canons of our Church in 
thoſe places ; and here, methinks, the reaſon is good, if ſports 
and playes pollute an holy place, then. ſports and paſtimes 
llute an holy time. 

3 | All fports, games, playes, paſtimes, and pleaſures,as 
have been condemned by the conſent of ancient Fathers, Im- 
periallConſtitucions,edisof piousKings,by thelearned Fa- 
thers,and Divinesin Councells and Synods,and many grave 
and warthy Clerks, Prbreftancs; and Papiſt 5, have ſpoken a- 
_ it, in honour and due reverence totheir/ perſons , and 
earned judgements, we ſhould forbeare on the Lords day : 
| For that in other things they are much regarded,their judge- 

And 
may it notſcem reaſonable unto us inchisching, which men

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bly, Zows, x 4. 754 not whereby another may ſtutoble, be of- 
fended, or weak , verſe 21. - 1 (#7. 8-17. For we 
muſt give no offence, 1 Cor. 10. 32.not muſt welook what 
ſimply in irfelfeis lawful, but what is convenient, or expe- 
diene;orprofirable; x (or.G.12iand 10,23. and that the 
fame be to 'the-glory of God;, 1 Cor, 20431: Theſe rules 
are holy and heavenly,and bindethe Conſcience though u 
on conceit of Chriftian liberty, few make conſcience of ob- 
ſerving them, when yet noewichRtanding , the Chriſtian li- 
berty which fome;calke of, if it be not rather licentious 
neſle, iseither.reftrained within thelimics of theſerules ; 
Of which the Apoftle Saint Paw! made great Conſcience; 
but many in theſe dayes make a very jeaſt and mock of, as

gaps and pleafutes be, which the Fathers have de» 
claimed agaicft, what the edits of Kings and Emperours' 
have diſanulled, whatCouncells and Synods have decreed 
againft ,and what Learned and Godly men have both writ- 
ten and ſpoken againſt, have been before fer downe,to which 
I adde here ( onciliunm eAmiſiederenſe in Anno 614. 2 
thouſand yeares fince,at which were 45 Biſhops and others' 
of the Clergic, learned men, who did forbid,and expell pub- 
lick dancing of women : Synodus Twronenſis in Anno 1587. 
prohibited on the Lords day, rioting, publick Feafts, Galli- 
ards, Dancing, Clamours, Morices, Hunting, Hawking , to 
ferve wineor vidualls in Innes, or viftualling houſes,to any 
bur rangers, the playing of. Prize:,Comedies , Tragedies, 
and other aclcs. In Fraxce, in. the raigne of (barles the 
ninth,and Hemry the third, all dancing was prohibited un+ 
derpaineof impriſonment : For what doth dancing produce 
in the rude yulgars, but laſcivious wantonnefle,and the fruit, 
the begeting of baſtards, and ſometime thereupon hath en- 
fed unnaturall murthers by Mothers, thereby thinking «0 
hide the former fin : Of which there be coo many examples, 
and of which one inſtance before of one gocren with rhild 
on the Lords day atnight, after dancing. 
All ports may well bejudged to be forborne on the

8$ Needlefſely ro doe onthe Lords day, what may (if out 
propably) hazard inning, and fo the provoking of God to 
anger, is a great preſumption that the heaxts of ſuch are not 
eſled with that holy feare, which makerh men ever jea- 
ous of their doings, left peradventure they ſhould at any 
time offend God. But for ſuch to ſport on the Lords day, as 
have vigour, ſtrength, and health,to expreſle the bodies aRti- 
vity jn their pleaſurable delights ( for of ſuch the controver-

2 I aske againe of theſe lovers of pleafures, firſt, 
whether they came ſoone to Church,and are at the _ 
ning, and fo abide to the end? Secondly, whilethey ſtay 
there, doe they not ſleep? or doethey not fit idlely gazing 
about? or are they not carryed away with many by- 
thoughts ? If fo, as too true, canthey then plead che dulling 
of their ſpirits by ſo ftaying finfully in the Congregation, 
drawing neare with their bodies , buttin ſoule and heart 
be farre from God ? 

3 Iaske them, are they indeed devout Worſhippers, 
and attentive heaters? and. doc they fo underſtand them- 
ſelves, that they know what they haye beene doing , what 
they have'reaped thereby ? then ſurely they cannot depart 
away dull in ſpirit, but bee glad of that they have heard, | 
| glorifying the word of the Lord, and fo depart away with
